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Born-again Trudeau 
sweeps to a maj ority 

But west dams up 
Liberal tidal wave

OTTAWA — Pierre Trudeau punched out Joe Clark’s nine- 
month-old Conservative government Monday in a general 
election that gave his Liberals a commanding majority, yet left 
him on the mat in the west. 

“Victory often follows defeat,” the 60-year-old Liberal leader told 
cheering supporters as he returned to power, after a 272-day interruption, for 
the fourth time in 12 years. 

“I naturally regret the result,” said out-going prime minister Clark 
from his campaign headquarters in his native Alberta as his minority 
government collap.sed around him. 

“But that is what democracy is all about.” 

NDP’s historic high 


The election gave Trudeau 148 of 
281 Commons seals, reduced Clark’s 
ranks to 103 and knocked the Quebec 
based .Social Credit parly out of the 
political ring. 

Of the opposition parties, only Ed 
Broadbent’s New Democrats made 
gains. But while he captured, as he 
predicted, the greatest number of 
seats in the party's history — 32, 
compared with 31 in 1972 — he came 
away without the power-broker ad¬ 
vantages he held in the last minority 
Parliament. 

Clark, 40, ousted after the shortest 


term in Canadian history, conceded 
defeat with dignity, wishing Trudeau 
well and promising to help make the 
32nd Parliament work. 

Broadbent, 43, pronounced himself 
“immensely proud” of his party’s 
wins, praised his opponents and 
pledged to work for a “positive energy 
policy” and greater Canadian control 
of the economy. 

"They had a look at the alternative 
and they didn't like it,” said .Senator 
Al Graham, Liberal party president, 
as Liberals recaptured thO majority 
they lost to Clark'272 days ago.

While most British Colum¬ 
bians were waiting for the 
clock to lick away to 8 
o’clock last night, Victoria 
Cabicvision viewers watch¬ 
ing Walter Cronkitc on the 
evening news already knew 
the Liberals had been re¬ 
elected by a landslide. In 
Vancouver the mainland 
cabicvision company black¬ 
ed out United States news¬ 
casts to avoid broadcasting 
election results before the 
B.C. polls elo.sed al8p.m. 

In Victoria, cabicvision 
employees appeared sur¬ 
prised when acquainted with 
the fact that both the CBS 
and NBC newscasts, broad¬ 
cast between 6 p.m. and 7 
p.m., carried news of the 
Liberal victory sweep more 
than an hour before the B.C. 
polls closed. When contacted 
by the Colonist, cabicvision 
employees suggested we 
contact CBS, NBC “or the 
station manager in the 
morning.” 

The Elections Act and Ca¬ 
nadian Radio and Televi¬ 
sion regulations forbid the 
broadcast or publication of 
election results prior to the 
closing of polls in the various 
time zones across the coun¬ 
try. 


Trudeau’s majority 
came from eastern Can¬ 
ada. He picked up four 
seals in the Altantic re¬ 
gion, .swept all but one of 
the 74 Quebec ridings up 
for election and stormed 
through Ontario where he 
gained 20 seats and ce¬ 
mented his win. 

But he was rejected once 
again in the west. Of the 77 
.scats in the four western 
provinces, he won only two. 
both in Manitoba where in¬ 
cumbents Lloyd Axworthy 
and Bob Boekstacl held on. 

Trudeau, in a speech 
where he paid tribute to 
Clark and Broadbent as men 
worthy of a place in history, 
pledged to "seek the advice” 
of his opponents on matters 
affecting that region. 

He made no mention of 
Fabicn Roy, the Social Cred¬ 
it leader who, along with his 
four fellow Socreds and two 
of Clark’s three Quebec 
MPs, were routed by Liber¬ 
als in Quebec.

NDP’s Manly beats Tory 
in only switch on Island 


Only one of five Vancouver 
Island ridings changed 
hands in Monday s general 
election, a turn of events 
that held no real surprisi- for 
political observers. 

The NDP’s Jim Manly will 
exchange his pulpit in Cowl- 
chan-Malahat-The Islands 
for a scat in the Commons. 

His defeat of incumbent 
Tory Don Taylor in a contest 
that held national attention 
brings the NDP strength on 
the Island lo three, with the 
Tories maintaining two—a 
reversal of what happened in 
May. 

As expected, Allan McKin¬ 
non, who was defence minis¬ 
ter in the short-lived Conser¬ 
vative government, was 
re-elected in Victoria, as was

his Conservative mate Don¬ 
ald Munro in the adjoining 
riding of Esquimait-Saan¬ 
ich. 

North on the Island, it was 
the same story with Ted Mill¬ 
er (Nanaimo-Aiberni) and 
Ray Skelly (Comox-Powell 
River) keeping a firm hold 
on the scats they won for the 
NDP only nine months ago. 

The results jibed with the 
forecast in the Colonist's 
final pre-election story Sun¬ 
day. 

A jubilant Manly, who had 
served as United Church 
minister in Ladysmith, 
noted that he had gained con¬ 
siderable support in the 
Western Community, the 
section of the riding that 
gave the Conservatives 


breathing room last time. 

“The south is rising 
again.” said Manly as re¬ 
sults showed him taking 
polls in Langford and Met- 
chosin that went to school 
teacher Taylor before. 

His margin of defeat in 
May was less than 1,600 
votes. 

Supporters of NDP candi¬ 
date Robert Cameron in Es- 
quimalt-Saanich were mild¬ 
ly elated at the fact Cameron 
appeared to have cut 
Munro’s plurality by 10,000 
votes in the rematch. 

Some bitterness lingered 
in the camps of both men 
following a campaign where 
feelings sometimes ran 
high. 


Hydro rates rise 7% April 1 


B.C. Hydro will increase its 
cleetrie rates by an average of 
seven per cent, effective April 1, 
Hydro chairman Robert Bonner 
announced Monday. 

Energy Minister Robert 
McClelland said the government’s 
proposed public utilities commis¬ 
sion will review the rate increas’e, 
along with all other Hydro rates, 
as soon as it is in place. 

'T^ke new basic bi-monthly rate, 
affecting all areas connected with 
Hydro’s integrated transmission 
network, will be $5, ap from $4.50.

The charge per kilowatt hour, up 
to 550 kilowatt hours, is un 
changed at 4.5 cents. The charge 
for all additional consumption 
above 550 kilowatt hours will be 
three cents a kilowatt hour, up 
from 2.65 cents. 

Bonner said the new rate should 
encourage conservation because 
the increase affects customers in 


proportion' lo how much power 
they consume. 

For nearly 90 per cent of 
Hydro’s residential customers, 
the effect on annual bills will be 
an increase ranging from 1,7 to 9.6 
per cent, depending on the level 
of consumption. 

Hydro said annual increases for 
more than 95 per cent of commer¬ 
cial. instititutinnal and small in¬ 
dustrial customers will be up to 
eight per cent. A small pc’rcentagc 


of general service customers, 
mostly those with heavy industrial 
use of electricity, will receive an¬ 
nual increa.ses ranging up to 19 
per cent. 

Large industrial customers, 
such as pulp and paper mills, 
mines and large sawmills, will 
receive a rate increase of 22 per 
cent. 

The increases arc expected lo 
add about $70 million a year to the 
crown corporation’s gross reve¬ 
nues.

"It’s not the red tide, it’s 
the Red Sea,” lamented Roy 
as the full weight of his 
losses became clear. 

Despite his setbacks, 
Clark's supporters stoutly 
denied any suggestion that 
hisfour-year leadership of 
the Conservative Party had 
been thrown into question. 

His national campaign 
manager. Senator Lowell 
Murray, insisted that Clark 
“campaigned suberbly.” 

“I hope he will stay and be 
vindicated.” 

Flora MacDonald, Clark’s 
external affairs minister, 
agreed. 

"I'm very disappointed in 
the people of Canada and the 
way they responded to a 
leader who was prepared to 
stand up and tell the truth.” 

Liberals were more jubi¬ 
lant. The party virtually re¬ 
versed its showing in Ontario 
where it won 32 seats last 
May 22 compared with the 
Tories 57. And it won all but 
two In Quebec. Tory Roch 
LaSalle retained his Joliette 
riding. The vote in Fronten- 
ac was deferred until March 
24 following the death of So¬ 
cial Credit candidate Nel¬ 
son Lessard. 

The Liberal victory began 
building in the Maritimes 
shortly after the polls clo.sed, 
as the party coming out of 
the region with 18 seats, a 
gain of four — two from the 
Omservatives and two from 
theNDP. 

Communications Minister 
David MacDonald went 
down to defeat in one of

Dan MacDonald regained 
the island seat he lost last 
May 22, and former Liberal 
premier Gerald Regan of 
Nova Scotia picked up Ro¬ 
bert Stanfield's old Halifax 
riding, defeating Tory in¬ 
cumbent George Cooper. 

But it was Ontario that 
cemented Trudeau’s win, as 
it did in his previous major¬ 
ity victories in 1968 and 1974. 
The Liberals picked up 20 
seats in the province, 19 of 
them from the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

A host of former Tru¬ 
deau's former Ontario min¬ 
isters was returned — Eu¬ 
gene Whelan, Judd 
Buchanan, J. J. Blais, Herb 
Gray, Jean-Luc Pepin, Bud 
Cullen and even Bryce 
Mackasey, a candidate who 
was parachuted into Lincoln 
riding after being ejected as 
chairman of Air Canada. 

“We may not like what 
voters said, but they said it,” 
commented Clark’s deputy 
prime minister, Walter 
Baker, as results poured in 
from the country's 281 rid¬ 
ings where an estimated 15.7 
million Canadians were eli¬ 
gible to vote. 

Baker won personal re- 
election, as did most of 
Clark's other ministers. 

One of the first to regain 
his seat was Finance Minis¬ 
ter John Crosbie, who con¬ 
ceded that the tough-times 
budget that brought down 
Clark's minority govern¬ 
ment last Dec. 13 lay at 
the base of the defeat. 

“There’s never been an 
election yet where you can 
go to the public and say 
that you should pay more for 
anything and be re-elected.” 

At the same time, he main¬ 


tained that he would con¬ 
tinue to back Clark as long as 
the 40-year-old party leader 
"wants to stay on.” 

Clark lost only one of his 
Ontario ministers. Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Ron Atkey, 
who was replaced by the 
man he beat last time out, 
former Liberal state secre¬ 
tary John Roberts 

Trudeau’s victory was 
presaged by opinion polls 
that showed Liberals ahead 
throughout the campaign. 

The eleetion began with 
the collapse of Clark’s gov¬ 
ernment over a tough-times 
budget. Liberals, with 113 
seats in the last Hou.se, com¬ 
bined with 26 New Demo¬ 
crats against Clark’s forces 
— only 133 of his 136 MPs 
turned out for the vote. Roy 
and his four Socred col¬ 
leagues sat the vote out, 
upset that Clark would make 
no deal with them that might 
have assured Parliament’s 
survival. 


Parliament, called Oct. 9 
after the longest post-elec¬ 
tion delay in history, met a 
mere 37 days. 

With the fall of Parlia¬ 
ment, Canadians were 
thrown into the eighth winter 
election in history. Yet the 
weather interfered only 
marginally with the jet-age 
presidential-style cam¬ 
paigns conducted by the 
three major parties. Balmy, 
almost un-Canadian winter 
weather, held throughout the 
6frday campaign. And with 
the exception of isolated 
western storms, including, 
paradoxically, one in B.C., it 
'.held through voting day. 

In one way, the moderate 
weather help^ blunt what 
was a central opposition 
campaign thrust—an attack 
on Clark’s budget proposals 
to raise energy prices, in¬ 
cluding an 18-cents-a-gallnn 
boost in the gasoline excise 
tax. 


It was dubbed the '‘18-cent 
election,” but that wasn’t the 
only concern of voters who 
chose among the record 1,489 
candidates in the field. 


For many, it was a deci¬ 
sion between a bom-again 
Liberal leader they had 
chastised last May and a 
prime minister they con¬ 
sidered less competent than 
either Trudeau or Broad- 
bent. 

Those impressions, to¬ 
gether with polls showing 
Liberals with a comfortable 
popularity lead, helped de¬ 
termine the various party 
strategies. 


For Conservatives, it 
meant exposing Clark to as 
many Canadians as possible 
— through interviews, radio 
and television appearances 
and endless rallies, large 
and small — working to off¬ 


set his awkward, jerky tele¬ 
vision image with face-to- 
face proof of his ingenuous, 
essentially decent, nature. 

For Liberals, it meant 
lying low, protecting Tru¬ 
deau’s lead with set-piece- 
speeches and keeping him 
away from situtations — 
particularly interviews — 
where he might make the 
sort of intemperate outburst 
that alienated voters in the 
past. The gunslinger of the 
last campaign gave way to 
“the Shadow.” 

For New Democrats, It 
meant a moderate cam¬ 
paign, playing up Broad- 
bent’s personal appeal — 
polls showed him more popu¬ 
lar than Clark — and hitting 
again at the bread-and-but- 
ter energy, industrial and 
pocketbook issues that have 
long been the party's main¬ 
stays. 
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Fire claims seven 
in Kyuquot home 


A tragic fire early Monday 
morning claimed the lives of 
an adult and six children on 
the Kyuquot Indian Reserve 
on the west coast of Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

RCMP released the names 
of the six after next-of-kin 
had been notified by Monday 
afternoon. 

They were: 30-year-old 
Ann Oscar, 14-year-old Ed¬ 
ward Jack, 13-year-old 
Tyrone Hunt, 12-year-old Ar¬ 
lene John, Jessica Oscar, 
who celebrated her fifth 
birthday Sunday, and four- 
year-old Kathy Oscar. Ar¬ 
lene John and Kathy Oscar 


also had birthdays earlier 
this month. 


The blaze broke out about 2 
a.m. on the tiny reserve, 
which is about 55 kilometres 
westof Tahsis. 


A witness said -the heat 
was so intense by the time 
the victims’ cries were 
heard that no one could 
make rescue attempts. The 
wooden house bum^ to the 
ground within a matter of 
minutes. 


In a radio-telephone inter¬ 
view late Monday afternoon, 
a woman said ’‘no one really 


knows why the victims were 
unable to get out.” She said it 
was believed that the smoke 
was so thick they were un¬ 
able to find their way to 
safety. 

She also identified the two 
survivors as Tom Smith, 
husband of Ann Oscar, and 
14-year-old Dennis John. 

The house was apparently 
a boarding home for young¬ 
sters. 

Approximately 20 to 25 fa¬ 
milies live on the reserve. 

Two investigators from 
the RCMP subdivision in 
Courtenay flew in by char¬ 
tered plane to probe the fire.

Soviets batter 
Moslem rebels 


U.K. jobless total 
will top 2 million 

LONDON (Reuter) — Britain’s jobless total will 
top two million next year with more than eight per 
cent of the workforce unemployed, the govern¬ 
ment's manpower services commission says. 

Last month unemployment was 1.4 million— 
about six per cent of the workforce. 

The new predictions, based on an anticipated 
fall in industrial production, come amid deepening 
gloom over Britain's economic prospects. 

The annual rate of inflation is running at more 
than IK per cent and last month there was a big trade 
deficit, with imports hitting a record Ct.65 billion 
($12.09 billion). 


Blast rocks 
black offices 

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPl) — A bomb blast shat¬ 
tered a building housing five black political parties Mon¬ 
day in the latest incident of election violence, which 
guerrilla leader Robert Mugabe charged was ordered 
by the "topmost echelon” of Rhodesia's military. 

Police officials said a powerful explosion destroyed the 
upper floor of an office building in a black township of the 
city of Gwelo, 140 miles southwest of Salisbury. 

No one was injured in the explosion which happened 
just after midnight Monday. They said about 70 pounds of 
dynamite was used. 

The building housed offices of five leading parties, 
including Mugabe's ZANU-PF, Joshua Nkomo's Patri¬ 
otic Front and Bishop Abel Muzorewa’s UANC. Also 
housed in the building were the Rev. Ndabaningi Sith- 
ole's Zanu Party and James Chikerema’s ZDP Party. 

Police who searched the bombed building said they 
found .Soviet-made ammunition and a beret, which car¬ 
ried the inscription "Zania move on thee,” a reference 
to Mugabe's guerrilla army. 

Rhodesia has been plagued by a number of explo¬ 
sions during the last two weeks, including two attempts on 
Mugabe’s life, and a series of bombings in the capital with 
churches as their apparent target. Two soldiers in civilian 
clothes were found dead in a car outside one of the 
churches. 

Mugabe told a news conference in Salisbury on Monday 
that the bomb attacks were being carried out by Rhode¬ 
sian security forces with the aim of discrediting his 
party. He specifically blamed the Selous Scouts, Rhodesia’s 
crack anti-guerrilla unit, of which one of the two dead 
soldiers was reportedly a member. 

He said the two soldiers were "part of a countrywide 
force of the notorious Selous Scouts, mercenaries and 
auxiliaries fully and actively deployed to carry out acts of 
intimidation against ZAPU (the former name of Nkomo’s 
party), churches, schools and civilians in our name to 
discredit our party.” 


United Pms Intemationnl 

Soviet troops backed by 
tanks and helicopter gun- 
ships have launched a 
major offensive against 
Moslem rebels in south¬ 
eastern Afghanistan, 
rebel spokesmen said 
Monday. 

The spokesmen also said 
rebels captured a strategic 
airfield at Faiozabad in the 
northeastern province of Ba- 
dakhshan, cutting off sup¬ 
plies to beleaguered govern¬ 
ment forces. 

There was no way to con¬ 
firm the Soviet offensive 
against rebel strongholds in 
the southeastern Paktia 
province. But diplomats in 
the Pakistani frontier town 
of Peshawar confirmed the 
capture of the airfield at 
Faizabad. 

The latest accounts of 
fighting appeared to support 
reports, both from intelli¬ 
gence sources in Washington 
and from western diplomats 
in Pakistan, that the 90,000 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan 
increasingly are becoming 
involved directly in the 
fighting against the Moslem 
rebels. 

A spokesman for the Hizbi 
Islanii guerfiRa group said 
Soviet troops backed by 
tanks and helicopter gun- 
ships stormed into Paktia 
province in an offensive that 
began Saturday. 

He said the fighting was 
now concentrated around 
three small towns, Sitakan- 
dav. Tira and Domandi^ and 
that the badly outgunned 
rebels were suffering heavy 
losses as they tried to hold 
onto their positions. 

He conceded the rebels 
probably could not hold out 
for long because they had no 
defence against the Ru.ssian 
Ml-24 helicopter gunships, 
armed with heavy calibre 
machineguns and phos- 
phourous-tipped rockets. 

The Hizbi Islami group, 
one of six major Moslem 
rebel groups in Afghanistan, 
said Afghan army troops de¬ 
fected to the rebel side at 
Ali Shang and Faizabad air¬ 
port. killing their 85 Soviet 
advisers and playing a 
major role in the rebel vic¬ 
tories there.

.SAN SALVADOR. El Sal¬ 
vador (UPI) — Leftist mili¬ 
tants Monday seized the 
labor ministry office in the 
town of Santa Ana and cap¬ 
tured some 20 hostages, 
bringing to 270 the number of 
hostages they were holding 
around the country. — 

In another development. 
Archbishop Oscar Romero 
disclosed the contents of a 
letter he wrote to President 
Carter, asking him to reject 
a proposed multi-million- 
dollar U.S. aid package for 
El Salvador, saying it would 
only prolong repression in 
the tense Central American 
nation. 

Some 30 members of the 
leftist Popular Liberation 
Front rushed into the min¬ 
istry office in Santa Ana. 
about 40 miles west of San 
Salvador, in a peaceful lake- 
over, a spokesman for the 
raiders said.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — Authorities said 
Monday that President Josip 
Broz Tito's .condition has 
stabilized but that there 
would be no attempt to use 
life support machines or 
prolong the 87-year-old lead¬ 
er's life artificially. 

Monday's medical bulletin 
said there had been no 
change in Tito's conditipn. 

Communist party sources 
said privately that Tito could 
die “at any time” but could 
also hang on for days—or 
even weeks. The only thing 
that seemed certain, they 
said, was that Tito, his heart- 
and kidneys failing him, 
would not recover this tim?. 

"It’s fantastic that he's 
putting up such a fight,” said 
one Western diplomat. “He 
is such a strong man.” 

But Yugoslavs seemed re¬ 
signed to Tito’s death and the 
end of an era.

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Welcome to 
the 1980’s 

In the cold light of dawn there are two 
basic questions: What happened? What will 
happen? 

What happened is that once again Canada 
cracked somewhere down the middle at the 
polls Monday, with the West and Quebec going 
their opposite ways. We have a majority 
Liberal government in Ottawa — and two 
Liberal MPs west of Ontario. We have a 
majority government —-but not a national 
one. Once again the Liberal fortress is Que¬ 
bec. Not a single outpost in the far west. 

What happened is the people un-elected 
Joe Clark, just as they un-elected Pierre 
Trudeaq nine months ago. It was not Tru- 
deaumania again. It was Clarkitis. Con- 
' servative votes fell away to the NDP in the 
We.st, to the Liberals in the East. 

The results in English-speaking Canada 
should at least persuade French-speaking Ca¬ 
nadians that last May’s results were not an 
Anglo backlash on the separatist is.sue. 

Why were the Conservatives rejected? 
That’s anybody’s guess and doubtless the 
reasons are more than one. But Joe’s image, 
real or imagined, was undoubtedly part of it. 
The flight to both NDP and Liberals proves 
that. Probably the prospect of higher gas 
prices was a major factor. We remain a nation 
which finds reality too uncomfortable to 
face. 

What happened is that Joe Clark's career 
as party leader was dealt a mortal blow. Had 
he won, or even held Mr. Trudeau to a minor¬ 
ity government, he would have had another 
chance. Not now. Certainly he never glowed 
with potential as prime minister. But he was 
never neariy as bad as his vindictive detrac¬ 
tors painted him. 

Crystal-gazing on the long-term conse¬ 
quences of this eiection for Canada and 
Canadians is more than usualiy difficuit, be¬ 
cause the Liberal policies spelled out during 
the campaign were vague and nebulous. 

On the domestic scene, about the only 
immediate certainty is that there wili be 
no I8-cent-a-gailon price increase for gaso¬ 
line, no mortgage and property tax relief and 
none of the other measures provided in the 
infamous Crosbie budget. 

For the Western provinces, the Liberals’ 
return to power will probably heighten the 
traditional feelings of alienation and hostility 
which have been the hallmark of all their 
relationships with Ottawa. In the past decade 
Trudeau and the Liberals never showed the 
slightest sign of understanding Western Can¬ 
ada, and this election campaign produced no 
hint that anything has changed in that re¬ 
spect. 

With his readiness to recognize provincial 
jurisdiction over resources, Joe Clark was 
a new prophet on the federal-provincial scene, 
but now the resource-rich provinces will re¬ 
vive their old suspicions. 

Here in polarized British Columbia where 
the NDP surged strongly to gain four seats the 
results should send an apprehensive shiver 
or two down the spines of Premier Bill Ben¬ 
nett and his Social Credit government. What 
does this portend for the next provincial elec¬ 
tion?

Meanwhile, our flag is growing up! 


OTTAWA — Once reviled as resem¬ 
bling an old bacon wrapper and 
scorned in Parliament as “this Pear¬ 
son pennant,’’ Canada’s maple leaf 
flag — the only official banner the 
country has ever had — is now 15 years 
old. 

The baby has survived after a most 
difficult birth. 

Artists objected on esthetic 
grounds; patriots objected on histori¬ 
cal grounds and politicians objected 
on political grounds. 

At one point, the uproar echoed 
across the border. The Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin was moved to ob¬ 
serve that “tinkering with a nation’s 
flag is sort of like playing volleyball 
with a hornet’s nest.’’ 

It was a good assessment, because 
a hornet’s nest was exactly what 
Prime Minister Lester Pearson 
walked into in the spring of 1964 when 
he decided it was time to retire the old 
Red Ensign in favor of a uniquely 
Canadian symbol. 

He ran headlong into the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Legion which wanted no 
change in the flag under which its 
members had gone to war. It was the 
opening shot in a battle that was to last 
nearly a year. 

One of the longest and most bitter 
debates in modern Canadian history 
ended at 2:12 a.m. on Tuesday, Dec. IS, 
I9 m. Parliament, with argument cut 
off finally by imposition of the closure 
rule, vot^ 163 to 78 for the new design' 
— a red maple leaf on a white field, 
flanked hy red bars. 

On Christmas Eve, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth gave her approval. On Feb. 15, 
1965, the flag was raised for the first 
time on Parliament Hill.

The Red Ensign, fondly remem¬ 
bered as the old red duster with the 
Union'Jack in the dexter canton, had 
had a long run. It was created in 1707 
and remains the nationai flag of Brit¬ 
ish merchant ships. Its use in Canada 
was first authorized in 1892 under a 
British admiralty warrant. With a Ca-" 
nadian shield in the fly, it became the 
national flag of Canadian ships. 

In 1924, it was approved for use on 
Canadian government buildings

If we want a better trap 
we should ban the cruel one

TORONTO — The deputy 
minister of the Ontario De¬ 
partment of Game and Fish- 
eries was 
quoted in the 
Globe as 
saying steel 
traps are a 
“cruel busi¬ 
ness,” but 
until some¬ 
one invents a 
more satis¬ 
factory sub¬ 
stitute, the 
leghold trap 
is likely to remain. 

The deputy minister noted 
that between 8,000 and 10.000 
re^stered trappers in On¬ 
tario had eanicd some $3.5 
million the previous year, 
mostly from leghold traps. 

Said the deputy minister 
with unusual candor: “Mind 
you. I’d like to see the steel 
trap go. I hate to think of 
animals suffering. But until 
we get some satisfactory 
substitute — and just let me 
say that this department has 
welcomed, and will continue 
to welcome, suggestions — 
I'm afraid matters will have 
to stand as they are.’’ 

There is nothing particu¬ 
larly noteworthy in the depu¬ 
ty minister’s views — except 
that they were made over 
half a century ago, on May 
10.1928. 

So. . .from the year after 
Lindbergh became the first 
human to fly the Atlantic 
Ocean beyond when man 
could fly to the moon, the 
same human species has 
been unable, apparently, to 
devise a trap for wild ani¬ 
mals more effective than the 
steel-jawed leghold trap 
which is distinguished main¬ 
ly by its ferocious cruelty to 
the animal it traps. 

Regularly over the years 
the leg-hold trap has been 
the centre of controversy. 
Rewards periodically are of¬ 
fered for substitute trapping 
devices, and although such 
as the Conihear trap kills 
quicker and cleaner, it is still 
the old-fashioned leg-hold 
trap which most used — as it 
has been used for three cen¬ 
turies in Canada. It is still

defended by trappers — and 
supported by governments. 

It is a monstrous indict¬ 
ment to mankind that a more 
humane way of catching and 
killing animals can’t be de¬ 
vised. As one who is not nec¬ 
essarily opposed to killing 
fur-bearing animals — only 
opposed to torturing them — 
I think the time has come for 
government to declare the 
leghold trap an illegal in¬ 
strument of unnecessary 
torture. 

It it were outlawed, and if 
the ban were enforc^, you 
would quickly see man's in¬ 
genuity devising a more hu¬ 
mane instrument of death. 

Some say the means of 
death isn't important — that 
animals shouldn’t be killed 
merely to satisfy human 
vanity and whim. Others feel 
the means of death is every¬ 
thing. A humane death is a 
quick death; an unexpected 
death. A slow death is a cruel 
death. The leghold trap, 
which isn't even an efficient 
means of killing, imposes in¬ 
credible suffering on even 
the most supervised of tra¬ 
plines. 

Some claim up to 75 per 
cent of animals caught in 
leghold traps are the wrong 
animals — not the intended 
victims, but squirris, rab-

bits, whatever. The city of 
Toronto only outlawed the 
leghold trap last year, for 
heaven's sake. In 1978 the 
Toronto Humane Society re¬ 
ported some 100 city animals 
were caught in leghold traps 
— most of them cats or dogs, 
many of whom had starved 
to death or had chewed their 
legs to be free. 

A federal-provincial Com¬ 
mittee for Humane Trapping 
formed in 1973 reported 
some $500,000 spent to find a 
more humane trap — to no 
avail. Over the past three 
centuries some 4.000 trap¬ 
ping devices have been pa¬ 
tented — none apparently, a 
satisfactory replacement 
for the steel-jawed leghold 
trap. In 1978 the committee 
ended its five-year investi¬ 
gation-defeated. 

There's as much trapping 
as ever. The Canadian Trap¬ 
ping Association now has 
some 60,000 members. Some 
$40 to $50 million in raw furs 
is produced annually from 
over 3 million trapped ani¬ 
mals. There are roughly the 
same number of registered 
trappers in the province 
today as there were over 50 
years ago — though pelts 
have soared in value. 

Those who seek to ban the 
leghold trap still tend to get 
branded as bleeding hearts 
or animal nuts. By the same 
token, trappers tend to get 
labelled as brutish louts who 
enjoy torture. Both ex¬ 
tremes are unfair. 

Increasingly it seems rea¬ 
sonable that if one prefers 
real fur to artificial fur, 
surely animals should be 
raised in captivity to be 
killed. At least they are 
killed quickly and therefore 
humanely. 

Isn’t it time to ban the 
leghold trap, risk the wrath 
of the fur industry and trap¬ 
pers’ associations to do the 
right, the humane thing? 

. Enough time and money 
has been wasted in investi¬ 
gations. The best way to 
guarantee a new, humane 
trap would be to ban the 
inhumane one.

government action to adopt a national

However, it didn’t go quietly.' 
Apart from the Royal Canadian Le¬ 
gion, the Imperial Order, Daughters of 
the Empire was aghast and called 
for a vote of the people. 

The first desi^ — three red leaves 
on a white background, flanked by 
bars of blue — gave heartburn to 
heraldic experts who pointed out that 
the official Canadian colors are red 
and white, not red, white and blue. 
John Diefenbaker, super patriot 


and former prime minister but at the 
time leader of the opposition, said a 
new flag would “divide the nation.’’ 

At one point, in the spring of 1964, 
government workers were going 
cross-eyed from studying tjie 3,000 de¬ 
signs which poured in from people who 
thought they could come up with some¬ 
thing better. 

A. Y. Jackson, renewed painter and 
member of the Group of Seven, called 
for three red leaves on one stem 
against a white background with wavy 
blue lines above and below. His sug¬ 
gestion had its supporters. 

After all, anything was better than 
one suggestion which depicted a 
woman resembling actress Myrna 
Loy, wearing an evening gown and 
displaying a red, white and blue sash. 
She was leading a beaver on a leash. 

The RCMP was called in at one 
point to stand between traditionalists 
and reformers who gathered on Par¬ 
liament Hill In Ottawa and hurled God 
Save the Queen and 0 Canada at each 
other. 

The controversy was raging full 
force in September, when Pearson 
predicted that “we’re going to have a 
new flag by Christmas.” 

And at that, he came close. 

By October, 1964, the single red leaf 
on white flanked by red bars — the 
flag as we know it today — had 
emerged and was gaining in popular¬ 
ity. 

The debate raged on for another 
two months, however, with flag- 
makers marking time, scissors at 
the high port, trying to guess how it 
would all work out. The Liberals ended 
the suspense by choking off the argu¬ 
ment and calling for the vote. 


The dangers in U.S. selling 
military hardware to China 


WASHINGTON — Of all 
the measures that President 
Carter has taken against the 
Soviet Union because of its 
invasion of Afghanistan, the 
one that is likely to have the 
greatest impact on Moscow 
is the decision to sell mili¬ 
tary equipment, but not 
weapons, to China. 

Indeed, experts on Soviet 
affairs say it just might have 
loo much impact. Tiiese ex¬ 
perts, inside and out of the 
administration, said they 
thought that the decision was 
an over-reaction and would 
have long-term negative 
consequences for U.S.-So¬ 
viet relations. 

The president ignored the 
advice of most of his Soviet 
experts, according to admin¬ 
istration foreign policy offi¬ 
cials, and reversed policy 
just eight days after the 
Afghanistan invanibn. The 
major concern of the Soviet 
experts was that the admin¬ 
istration did not appreciate 
just how threatening this 
move would be to Moscow, 
and could force the Soviets 
into taking even more dras¬ 
tic action. 

“.My feeling is that the 
administration has not real¬ 
ly thought through this 
move. They are playing with 
fire,” said John keinbruner, 
a fo'reign policy director 
with the Brookings Institu¬ 
tion in Washington. “The So¬ 
viets are not quite rational 
when it comes to China. An 
action like this could con¬ 
vince the Soviet leaders and 
their people that the United 
States seeks the destruction 
of their country.” 

Stcinbruner and other ex¬ 
perts said that if the Soviets 
felt threatened to that de¬ 
gree, they could well take 
counter-measures that could 
include anything from an at¬ 
tack on China to provoca¬ 
tions in such sensitive areas 
. as Cuba, Southeast Asia or 
the Persian Gulf. 

The decision to sell mili¬ 
tary equipment to the Chi¬ 
nese — largely electronic 
gear, not weapons — was 
made on the morning of Jan.

A policy of Wereasing 
pressure on the Soviets for 
unacceptable behavior by 
drawing closer to China was 
recently advocated by a 
Rand Corporation study 
done for the Pentagon. The 
study’s editor, Richard Solo¬ 
mon, a China expert who 
served in the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration, said that the United 
States should sell arms to 
China as a response to Soviet 
actions that threaten U.S. 
and Chinese interests. He 
criticized the attempt at a 
balanced approach. 

But there are other China 
experts who question the 
value of such a policy. They 
called the administration’s 
action a case of allowing 
Peking to play its American 
card against the Soviets, 
claiming that the real con¬ 
flict in Asia was between 
China and the Soviet Union. 

The.se China experts also 
argued that the offer to sell 
military equipment was of 
only limited value to China. 
The Chinese leadership, they 
said, was still undecided 
about how to develop rela¬ 
tions with the West and an 
attempt to push them too 
quickly could backfire. 

“I think that the rhetoric 
that has been coming from 
the administration is unfor¬ 
tunate.” said Doak Barnett, 
a China specialist who has 
just returned to Washington 
from that country. “It gives 
the appearance that we are 
being very manipulative in 
our approach. And I also 
think it is confusing to the 
Chinese and somewhat mis¬ 
leading. The rhetoric seems 
to bv ahead of the reality of 
what we are doing.”

This Is in regard to the 
story in the Feb. 10 Colonist 
describing the conditions at 
the Good Shepherd Shelter. 

To anyone contemplating 
taking an animal there in the 
false belief that it would 
spend the rest of its years in 
comfort, or that it might be 
adopted to a good home, I 
would suggest you see for 
yourself what kind of facility 
the animal would have to live 
in. 

I worked there as a volun¬ 
teer on weekends a few 
years ago and at the time no 
one in what I thought was 
sqpposed to be in authority 
seemed to listen to what was 
going on: in fact I discovered 
that they had known about it 
for years. The papers were 
constantly printing stories 
and pictures of the place that 
people thought was a hea¬ 
venly resort for animals. 

On one occasion I was told 
by a girl that I was not need¬ 
ed to feed and clean up after 
the cats in the small holding 
that housed them because 
she had already done it.

If the report in the Feb. 10 
Colonist is accurate, it tells a 
depressing sUtry of opera¬ 
tional incompetence and fi¬ 
nancial mismanagement at 
the Good Shepherd Shelter. 

The trouble with the Good 
Shepherd Shelter is that its 
whole philosophy is mistak¬ 
en. This philosophy stems 
from an emotional, indeed 
selfish, attachment to do¬ 
mestic pets, rather than an 
honest appraisal of the situa 
tion faced by unwanted ani¬ 
mals. MotherCccilia and her 
associates seem to believe it 
is kind to keep cats and dogs 


After a near-fight for the key 
to the place, I and my mother 
entered and found dead cats 
all over the place. Some 
were lying dead in filthy 
cages, soaked in their own 
urine and feces; still others I 
discovered piled in a box 
underneath papers and tin 
cans.

Technological research 
conflicts with morality 


In case others should mis¬ 
read or misinterpret our let¬ 
ters in the Colonist, the sim¬ 
ple facts are these: 

• Those newly aborted 
Canadian babies which were 
used for research were alive 
at the time. 

• History teaches that a 
slide to a utilitarian attitude 
toward life can happen 
quickly and in the most tech¬ 
nologically advanced coun¬ 
tries. 

• No woman was “at¬ 
tacked” or even criticized by 
our letter. Rather, we all 
should ponder on what is 
happening to the moral fab¬ 
ric of our society.

Commenting on the stu¬ 
dies we refer^ to, a well 
known neonatologist.

Andy Shennan, Cbief of the 
Women’s College Hospital, 
Perinatal Unit, Toronto, 
states “from the description 
of the studies, it is obvious 
that some of those fetuses 
included in this study would 
be regarded as salvagable 
by those of us concerned 
with neonatal intensive care.

Timber, job, environment needs 
can be met through forestry 


There was something lack¬ 
ing in the forestry lecture se¬ 
ries held recently by Camo- 
sun College and sponsored 
by the Canadian Institute of 
Forestry. What was missing 
was the forestry solutions to 
the timber supply problems 
discussed by two of the lec¬ 
turers and the linking of the 
helicopter logging and the 
waste wood salvage lectures 
to better forest manage¬ 
ment. 

When our chief forester 
spoke on the subject “All the 
demands on our forests can¬ 
not be met,” he did not pro¬ 
pose any of the many forest 
management alternatives 
that could largely meet pres¬ 
ent demands. If the lecture 
series had been organized as 
a panel discussion held in 


public, the problem of how to 
stretch our old-growth tim¬ 
ber to avoid a timber short¬ 
age while our second-growth 
forests reach maturity could 
have been answered. In the 
same way, the issue of a 
shrinking land-base (from 
parks and other non-timber 
land uses) could have been 
put in its proper perspective. 

’The same is true of the 
helicopter logging and the 
wood salvage lectures. Very 
little inference was made to 
the (act that these two inno¬ 
vations open the way to very 
different “forms” of forest 
management than the pres¬ 
ent vast-area clear<utting 
and planting formula. Silvi¬ 
cultural and environment- 
conscious foresters, in a 
panel discussion, would have 


brought out the fact that, 
besides helicopters, there 
are many other means and 
appropriate equipment that 
would allow steep slope log¬ 
ging without the danger of 
landslides and other erosion. 
Also, that selective logging 
would save much future 
growth. 

Everybody, even the chief 
forester,' recognizes that our 
reforestation (tree planting 
program) has been inade¬ 
quate to start new forests on 
all the vast areas clear-cut 
each year and the unstocked 
old, rich, growing sites 
logged in the past. No 
amount of funds can do the 
job at the present rate of 
clear-cut lo^ng. But, if we 
used patch, group or selec¬ 


tive logging methods, natu¬ 
ral reseeding could regen¬ 
erate much of these areas. 
Every year that these den¬ 
uded lands remain un- 
stocked we lose more timber 
than is lost by the shrinking 
land-base. Furthermore, 
large-block clear-cutting de¬ 
stroys second-growth vaiues 
that, if spared, could greatly 
help reduce the gap in the 
forthcoming years of timber 
shortage. 

Without question, we can 
still meet the demands on 
our forests, (or timber, jobs 
and a protected environ¬ 
ment, if we start thinking 
forestry.

Further in¬ 
vestigation revealed, how¬ 
ever, that the atrocities were 
nothing more than the work 
of a registered trapper fol¬ 
lowing his usual routine. 

Most people would react 
the same way this coupie did 
if they were to .see the agon¬ 
ies suffered by Canadian 
wildiife in the present-day 
cruel traps used by trappers 
all across Canada. 

The residents of Salt 
Spring Island were shocked

to learn that trapping so 
close to residential areas 
was not illegal. The Associa¬ 
tion for the Protection of 
Fur-Bcaring Animals has 
been waging a campaign for 
some years to have cruel 
trapping methods banned in 
B.C., but so far, our pleas 
have been Ignored by the 
provincial government. Last 
July, however, the city of 
Victoria and the di.strict of 
Saanich both drew up bylaw.s 
prohibiting the use of cruel 
(raps within those munici¬ 
palities. Several other muni¬ 
cipalities in B.C. have done 
the same.

VANCOUVER (CP) — In 
the last week of January, 
Edgar Kaiser Jr. looked at 
the latest poll on the federal 
election and decided to sell 
Ashland Oil Canada Ltd. 

The decision had been con¬ 
sidered since Kaiser Re¬ 
sources Ltd. bought the com¬ 
pany 14 months ago but a 
continuing Liberal lead in 
the polls put Ashland back on 
the market. 

Like most people in the 
industry, Kaiser wants the 
gap between the domestic 
price of oil ($14.75 a barrel) 
and the imported price (up to 
$53.35 a barrel) narrowed as 
quickly as possible. 


Prime Minister Clark pro¬ 
posed a $4-a-barrel increase 
in domestic oil' prices this 
year. But Liberal Leader 
Pierre Trudeau, although . 
ambiguous on oil policy, said 
he doesn’t favor that high an 
increase. 

Kaiser speculated the gap 
between domestic and world 
oil prices might even in¬ 
crease as a result of what he 
secs as a probable Liberal 
victory. 

Last week Dome Petro¬ 
leum of Calgary concluded 
negotiations to buy Ashland 
— purchased by Kaiser for 
$485 million — for $700 mil¬ 
lion. 


Coal expansion 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Kaiser Resources J.td. is consid¬ 
ering spending as much as $300 million toexpand its B.C. coal 
operations as soon as it sign.s a new freight contract with (3an- 
aian Pacific and a new coal price agreement with nine 
Japanese steel mills. 

Details of Kaiser's coal development plans and its 
pricing negotiations are containc-d in an offer which goes 
to shareholders today. 

Under terms of the offer, Kaiser is willing to purchase 
9 million of Its shares for $43 each. The offer, which is 
being madca)n a pro rata basis, expires March 7. 

The coal expansion plans cover all aspects of the com¬ 
pany's operations. The biggest single item is a possible 
new open-pit mine at Grecnhills, about 40 kilometres 
miles north of Kaiser's existing mine operations at Sparwood 
in southeastern B.C. 

Kasier says the Grecnhills development would cost $200 
million and by 1984 would be producing about two million 
tons of clean metallurgical coal annually.

When Kaiser. British Co¬ 
lumbia’s leading coal ex¬ 
porter, bought Ashland the 
business community felt he 
had paid top dollar for it and 
.some ih the investment com¬ 
munity felt he had paid too 
much. 

Now the consensus among 
investors is that he shouldn't 
have sold bccau.se Ashland 
was Kaiser’s inroad to the oil 
and gas sector. 

"It had always been at the 
back of my mind that I might 
sell A.shland,” Kai.ser said in 
an interview after the sale 
had been completed. “In 
fact, I thought about it the 
day after I closed the deal 
with A.shland." 

Kaiser said the sale has 
not forced him to abandon 
plans for an integrated oil, 
gas and coal company. In¬ 
stead, the sale has provided 
a substantial profit, freed 
Kaiser from the debt load in 
the Ashland purchase and 
gi.ven the company fiscal 
flexibility “to move from 
one good play to another." 

“We’re a nice medium¬ 
sized company, but in oil, 
we're small potatoes and we 
can’t play their way, the way 
of the big league,” he said. 
"So we have to play our way. 

"We bought Ashland, 
learned the business, and 
even though we can’t com¬ 
pete with the bigs, we can 
still be a force in the indus¬ 
try.

"If you’re flexible, you can 
adapt with change and move 
with the world.

Despite thc.se statements, 
Kaijtcr Resources will use 
the Ashland profit to pur¬ 
chase one-third of its 27 mil¬ 
lion outstanding shares, 
leading some analysts to 
speculate it is a move by 
Kaiser to make the company 
a private one. 

Others say it is a move to 
prop up the money-losing 
Kaiser Steel Corp. — in 
which Edgar Kai.ser Sr. owhs 
20.75 per cent and trustees of 
the Henry J. Kaiser Family 
Foundation control 17.1 per 
cent. Kaiser Steel is a S2-per- 
cent shareholder in Kaiser 
Resources. 

Kaiser said the company 
has no intention of going pri¬ 
vate and the share repur¬ 
chase program will enable 
shareholders to get a fair 
share of the profits made in 
the Ashland deal.

Toyota bows to U.S, plea

TOKYO (UPI) — Toyota Motor Co.-, Japan's No. 1 au¬ 
tomaker, said Monday it wiii hoid its 1980 exports to the 
United States to the 1979 ievei of 610,000 units, an ap¬ 
parent concession to American warnings of import quotas. 

Toyota President Eiji Toyoda made the announcement 
of a voiuntary iimitation at a news conference. Toyoda aiso 
said he wiii raise the retail prices of Toyota's 1980 models 
sold In the United States. 

Nissan Motors, the No. 3 Japanese automaker, ear¬ 
lier announced a 2 to 5%price rise, and Toyoda said his 
price adjustments would be the same. 

Douglas Fraser, president of the United Auto Workers, 
said during a visit to Tokyo last week that Congress 
would impose a quota on imports from Japan is possible 
if Japanese automakers did not voluntarily limit their 
U.S. sales. 

Fraser told a news conference in Detroit Monday he 
believed the Japanese government “will be taking steps to 
alleviate the friction" between itS"car industry and belca- 
gured American automakers. 


The American automobile industry claims rapidly in¬ 
creasing U.S. sales of small, fuel-efficent cars from 
Japan has posed a .serious threat to the U.S. industry, 
which has already laid off 220,000 workers. 

Fraser asked both Toyota and Nissan to follow the lead 
of West Germany's Volkswagen and build assembly plants in 
the united States. Honda Motors, however, has announced 
plans for an American assembly plant. 

While Toyota and Nissan were reluctant to commit 
themselves, Fraser said Monday that Nissan told him 
they would "in all likelihood" build a truck plant in 
the U.S. and, if successful in that venture, follow With a 
car factory. 

Fraser asked Japan'^ automakers to keep their ex¬ 
ports to the United States to the 1977-78 level of 1.5 million 
units, or 17.5 per cent of the market of the U.S. 

Japan's exports to the American car buyers In 1979 
increased sharply to grab 20 per cent of the U.S. market

FINANCE MINI.STER JOHN Crosbie. whose tough- 
times budget led to the defeat of the six-month-old minority 
Con.servative government in the Commons last Decent 
her. easily won his St. John's West .seat. 

"There’s never been an election yet where you can 
go to the public and say that you should pay more for any 
thing and be re-elected.” the Tories’ star campaigner said 
in Newfoundland. 

Another high-profile Tory. External Affairs Minister 
Flora MacDonald, kept the Kingston. Ont.. seat she has 
represented since 1972. 

SOCIAL CREDIT LEADER Fabien Koy went down to a 
Liberal in Beauce riding along with the other four members 
of his liny parliamentary caucus from Quebec. 

The first three cabinet ministers to be defeated were 
Stale Secretary David .MacDonald. Science Minister Meward 
Grafftey and Immigration Minister Ron Atkey. All three 
were beateo by Liberals.

NDP’s gain is Tories’ loss

Briti.sh Columbia voters burked the Lib¬ 
eral tide Monday and wiped out the last 
chance for federal government represen¬ 
tation west of Winnipeg. 

Last May, pmvincial voters eliminated 
entirely the provincial Liberal party. 

When the polls closed at 8 p.m. Monday, 
the Liberals were hoping that not only 
would Art Phillips hold his-seat in Vancou- 
,ver Centre, but that he would be Joined 
by Cordon Gibson from North Vancouver- 
Bumaby and Art Lee from Vancouver 
East. 

But the polari?:ed voters in B.C. decided 
otherwise. 

When it was all over, the province had 
split its vote two ways, trimmed the 
18 seats held by the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives to 16 and b(H)sted the eight seats held 
by the NDP to 12. 

While the final results marked a disaster 
fur the Liberals and a rebuke fur the 
Tories, they set a new high for the NDP in 
British Columbia, better even than the 
federal election of 1972, when they picked 
up It seats. 

The big upsets came in four ridings 


where NDP challengers defeated strong 
Tory incumbents. 

In Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands, Jim 
Manly upset incumbent Don Taylor; in 
Kamloops-Shuswap, political newcomer 
Nelson Riis carried the day for the NDP 
over Don Cameron of the Conservatives; in 
Kootenay East, it was the NDP’s Sid 
Parker over incumbent Tory Stan Gra¬ 
ham, and in Kootenay West at press time, 
Lyle Kristiansen was holding a steady lead 
over Bob Brisco, the Conservative incum¬ 
bent. As was expected, the closest and 
toughest fight between the Tories and the 
Liberals took place in Vancouver Centre, 
when? Art Phillips defeated Conservative 
Pat Carney by a slim 95 votes last May. 
Monday, Carney took a slim lOO-vote lead 
early and hung on for victory. 

Party leader Pierre Trudeau accepted 
his defeat in the west philosophically, say¬ 
ing that it meant his party had nuwehere to 
go bul up and that he intended to work 
to heal the obvious breach between east 
and west. 

Trudeau admitted that the distrust of 
the west was a problem he had to overcome 
if Canada was to be a united country. 
During the election campaign. Trudeau 
had made his first moves to healing that 


breach with a promise that all Liberals 
elected in B.C. would find cabinet posts. 
That is one problem the voters have 
solved for him. 

For the Tories, the only saving grace in 
the B.C. election result was that their 
ranks remained firm in the the Okanagan, 
the Caribou, the Peace River and the 
traditional strongholds of the Lower Main¬ 
land. 

Even in Okanagan North, where the 
Tories ran newcomer Vince Danzer, the 
right-wing vote stayed true to form with 
Danzer the new MP. 

Most commentators agreed that the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia trend, unlike the trends in 
other provinces, showed a heavy reflection 
of provincial politics. 

Since the provincial election last year, 
when the two-party system became a 
fact of life in B.C.. there has been little 
doubt that the one-two choice was prefer¬ 
red to splitting the vote three or more 
ways. 

During the provincial campaign, federal 
Conservatives left no doubt that they 
preferred to support a solid right-wing 
party (Social Credit) and demonstrated 
that support at the polls. 


Monday,, there was little doubt that many 
Socreds .swung their support behind the 
Conservatives, and that fact alone should 
have sounded a serious- warning to Pre¬ 
mier William Bennett, even while ha holi¬ 
dayed on the beaches of Maui. 

He can argue that provincial support 
from Socred rank and file helped the 
Tories take more seats than the NDP. But 
the final count of 16 to 12, close to the 
same majority his coalition troops won last 
May, may well be a stern warning that in 
the eyes of the electorate the recent 
mini-scandals ranging from dirty tricks to 
campaign funds to charges of gerry¬ 
mandering have hurt the parties right of 
centre more than they care to admit. 

While the Tories won the numbers game, 
the NDP showed surprising strength where 
it won, and even more surprising strength 
where it came close but lost. 

In their 16-seat victory, the Tories left 
two Liberal political careers in grave 
doubt. Art Phillips and Gordon Gibson, 
both touted as bright young Liberals of the 
future, failed to make it to Ottawa. This 
morning both will be pondering tho future, 
with little hope of another chance at the 
brass ring for three or four years. 




PRAIRIES 


Liberal crop poor 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
surging Liberal tide broke on 
solid Conservative and New 
Democrat shoals as voting 
results swept westward 
Monda.v night. 

The Prairies remained re- ■ 
solutely alienated from 
Eastern Canada, electing 
only Iwo Liberals out of 19 
coiisliluencies. Conserva¬ 
tives took 33 and New Demo 
crals 11. 

Although the Liberal total 
was unchanged from the 
May, 1979. results. Conser¬ 
vative strength suffered sig¬ 
nificant erosion when New 
Democrats captured four 


previously Conservative 
seats, two in Manitoba and 
two in Saskatchewan. 

Unblinkingly-Conserva- 
tive Alberta and its 21 rid¬ 
ings .sta.ved that way. while 
provincial premier Peter 
1-ought‘ed and his govern¬ 
ment maintained a tight- 
lipped silence. 

But other Alberta political 
figures had no hesitation in 
forecasting bitter federal- 
provincial conflict over how¬ 
to divide oil revenue. 

Alberta Liberal leader 
Nick Taylor predicted that 
Ixiugheed would jettison his 
retirement plans and re¬ 


sume “throwing bombs tat 
Ottawa.” while Alberta NDP 
Leader Grant Notley be¬ 
moaned the return of “the 
arbitrary and insensitive 
government” of Pierre Tru¬ 
deau. 

Saskatchewan Premier 
Allan Blakeney was murt‘ 
conciliatory, even while 
agreeing that his oil-produc¬ 
ing province would probably 
get less under a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment than under the Con¬ 
servatives. 

“We can live with a lower 
price increase." the NDP 
premier said. 

The New Democrat Prai¬ 


rie showing, a sharp contrast 
to Its crushed Ontario hopies. 
was the best since the party 
fought its first election in 
1962. Its predcces.sor, the Co¬ 
operative Commonwealth 
Federation, won 15 Prairie 
seats in 1957. 

ManiUiba voters re-elect¬ 
ed lonely Liberals Lloyd Ax- 
worthy in Winnipeg-Fort 
Garry and Robert Bockstael 
in St. Boniface, plus five 
Conservatives and seven 
New Democrats. 

Conservatives in Dauphin 
paid the price for denying 
renomination to veteran MP 


Gordon Ritchie. Their re¬ 
placement standard-beafer, 
dentist Orville Heschuk, was 
defeated by New Democrat 
Laveme Lewycky, 33-.vear- 
old former aide to provincial 
NDP leader Howard Paw 
ley. 

City Councillor Cyril 
Keeper provided the other 
NDP gain in Manitoba as he 
overfOrned Conservative 
MP Bob Lane. 

Fast and fluid Saskatche¬ 
wan contests saw many lead 
changes before the prov¬ 
ince’s 11 seats were split 


evenly bc'tween New Demo¬ 
crats and Conservatives.-^ 

Conservative MPs George 
Kichard.son and Terry Ny- 
lander fell to Vic Althouse in 
Humboldt Lake Centre and 
Doug Anguish In The Battle- 
furds-Meadow Lake. 

In Western Arctic, a free¬ 
wheeling struggle that saw- 
each major party in the lead 
at least once, Conservative 
Dave Nickerson appeared to 
beat back Liberal Gary Boyd 
and former New Democrat 
MP Wally Firth, but Nicker¬ 
son’s margin in the election- 
night count was only 31 
votes. 


ONTARIO 


PIERRE’S PIVOT 


POINT 


TORONTO (CP) — Ontario turned its back on the 
Con.servalives Monday, crushing Tory hopes for a mandate 
that would have shown support for them and their hard-times 
budget. 

Just as Ontario brought the Ikiries their victory last 
May 22. it pointed the way to a return to power for Pierre 
Trudeau and his Liberals. 

At least 19 seats changed hands from Tories to Liber¬ 
als in the province—considered a pivotal point for any 
federal election. The Liberals also t<Mik at least three seats 
from the New Democ-rats. 

A major Tory blow came in Toronto’s .St. Paul’s, bell- 
weather riding for this election, where Conservative immi¬ 
gration minister Run Atkey lost his seat for the second time 
to former Liberal MP John Roberts. 

Atkey—who easily def(jated Robr-rls in Ma.v—said he 
w as a victim of a trend that swept the country, attributing the 
Conservative defeat to policies "too tough for Canadians to 
accept.” 

He defeated Roberts easily in May by 1,212 voles 
and also won against him in the 1972 election. Roberts 


beat Atkey in 1971 by 1,252 votes, a margin that Atkey 
was predicting for his own party this time. 

Tory Health Minister David Crombie managed to 
hang on to his Toronto Rosedale seat after early returns 
placed him behind Liberal Ann Cools. External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald found herself fighting until 
the end to maintain her place in Kingston and The Islands. 

Bud Cullen, former Liberal immigration minister from 
the .Sarnia riding, is among those who head back to Ottawa 
after regaining seats from Progressive Conservatives. 

"Tonight I don’t feel like being modest.” Cullen told 
supporters after chalking up part of his winning vote to a 
protest against the Conservatives’ budget. “I won and I 
lost and I prefer winning.” 

The Liberal sweep of the province included three 
seats previously held by the NDP—Timiskaming, Nick¬ 
el Belt and Sault Ste. Marie. 

The-NDP’s defeat in Timiskaming ended the 23- 
.vear hold on the riding by Arnold Peters, a veteran of 
nine federal elections. 


But the New Democrats managed to score two vic¬ 
tories from the Conservatives as Ian Deans, a former 
member of the Ontario legislature, took Hamilton Moun¬ 
tain from PC Duncan Beattie and Neil ’V'oung won Toronto’s 
Beaches riding from Robin Richardson. 

Late Monday night, 51 Liberals had been declared win¬ 
ners. compared with 32 Tories and five New Demo¬ 
crats. 

Leaders of all three parties campaigned hard in the 
prized Golden Horseshoe—the 11 key ridings stretching 
from Oshawa through Metropolitan Toronto, Hamilton and 
the Niagara Peninsula. 

Both Prime Minister Joe Clark and Trudeau made 
swings through Toronto on election eve hoping to cap¬ 
ture as many of the city’s 23 key ridings as possible. 

The Conservatives picked up 57 of the province’s 95 
federal .seats last May, grinning broadly when the Liber¬ 
als lost eight of their cabinet ministers and captured only 
.32 seats. 'The NDP elected six, two fewer than they pre¬ 
viously hetd in Ontario. 


QUEBEC 


LaSalle all alone 


MONTREAL (CP) — Liberals won 
every Ouebe<- seal except one Momay on 
iheir way to a national majority, climinat 
ing Social Credit as a federal force. 

With most returns in. Liberals were 
elected in 73 of 71 ridings, while Conserva¬ 
tive Supply Minister Roch La.Salle won 
narrowly in Juliette riding after a seesaw 
battle. LaSalle will be Quebec’s only oppo 
silion member In the Commons. 

Science Minister lleward Grafftey lost 
to his Liberal opponent in Mi.ssisquol. and 
Industry Minister Robert de Cotret was 
beaten in Berthier Maskinonge. where he 
had promised $1 million in public works 
during the campaign. 

One of the saddest stories in Monday’s 
election was the disappearance of the .So¬ 
cial Credit party, which had elected mem¬ 


bers to the Commons in almost every elec¬ 
tion since 1935. They failed to take a .single- 
seat this time in rural Quebec, their last re¬ 
maining stronghold. 

”lt's not a red wave, it’s the Red Sea.” 
Social Credit Leader Fabien Roy said as 
he watched the results nervously on televi¬ 
sion in his home riding of Beauce. where he 
was beaten by Liberal Normand La¬ 
pointe. 

The Liberals, with 68 per cent of the 
Quebec popular vote, based on early re¬ 
turns, racked up huge margins in almost 
every riding in the province. The Conser¬ 
vatives trailed badly with 12 per cent 
of the vote, the NDP with 10 per cent, 
S<K.ial Credit with six per cent and others 
with four per cent. 

“I never believed the Con.servatives 


would make gi^ins in Quebec.” a beaming 
Marc Lalonde, chief Liberal organizer in 
the province, told reporters. 

"Pierre Trudeau is more popular in 
Quebec than ever before in his life.” 

Voter turnout was moderate to heavy. 
Trudeau cast his ballot shortly before noon 
in his home riding of Mount Royal and then 
t(K)k a flying tour of other polls before 
returning to Ottawa to await the results in 
the evening. 

Roy voted in a church hall in St. 
Georges, arriving on the heels of Liberal 
opponent Normand Lapointe, who was still 
shaking the hands of poll clerks when Roy- 
burst through the door. 

In last year’s election, the Liberals won 
67 of Quebec’s 75 federal seats, .Social 


Credit won six and the Conservatives two. 
Later, Social Credit .MP Richard Janelle 
quit his party to join the Conservatives. 

Only 71 seats were contested Monday 
becau.se in Frontenac riding in southeast¬ 
ern Quebec, Social Credit candidate Nel- 
.son Lessard died of a heart attack last 
week, forcing postponement of the election 
in that riding until March 21. 

The Liberals and Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives all ran full slates, while the NDP 
was missing candidates in two Quebec 
ridings. 

The fun-poking Rhinot-erus party had 67 
Quebec candidates, the more solemn 
Marxist-Leninists 60, Social Credit 51 and 
the Union Populaire, which hoped to fight 
for Quebec independence from inside the 
Commons, also had 51 candidates. 


ATLANTIC 


Grit tide rolled in 


HALIFAX (CP) — Liber 
als picked up half a dozen 
seals in Atlantic Canada on 
Monday, knocking off a Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative cabi¬ 
net minister and wiping out 
the region’s tiny New Demo¬ 
cratic Party representation. 

The seventh riding to 
switch to the Liberals was 
Saint John, where a mid¬ 
night recount wiped out a 
Conservative majority. 

The Liberal tide rolled up 
19 of the 32 seats in the 
four provinces, with 13 for 
the Conservatives. There 
were 12 Liberals, 18 Conser¬ 
vatives and Iwo NDP mem¬ 
bers in the last House. 


One of the more promi¬ 
nent Liberal victors attribut¬ 
ed the result to Finance Min- 
ister John Crosbie’s 
stubborn individualism. 

Gerald Regan. Nova Sco¬ 
tia Liberal premier from 
1970 to 1978 and later opposi¬ 
tion leader, said after win¬ 
ning Halifax riding that a 
bitter, election-night attack 
on the Liberals by Crosbie 
was "unfortunate for a 
loser.” 

Regan said Crosbie had 
forced his budget on a n-luc- 
tant J(M- Clark, who “didn’t 
have the stamina to stand up 
to this dominating man." 


Regan said Crosbie would 
likely regret his comments 
that the Liberals were un¬ 
principled opjKirtunisLs. He 
said Crosbie had imposed on 
the Clark government 
“ideas- bred from wealth” 
and had proved again he was 
a “terrible team man.” 

' Crosbie had been a mem¬ 
ber of Joey Smallwood’s 
Newfoundland Liberal gov¬ 
ernment in the 1960s, then 
joined the PC administration 
of Frank Moores. In both 
those cases. Regan said, 
Crosbie proved he was un¬ 
able to be a team player. 

The Liberals captured the 


New Demuratic Party’s only 
Newfoundland seat and de¬ 
feated David MacDonald. 
Progressive Conservative 
secretary of state, in Prince 
Edward Island’s Egmont 
riding. ' 

Brian Tobin, 25-year-old 
journalist who defeated 
Fonsc Faour of the NDP in 
Humber-Port au Port-St. 
Barbe. attributed his win to a 
bard-working team and a de¬ 
sire by the voters for a ma¬ 
jority government. 

“They say that when peo¬ 
ple go into the polling booth 
to vote, in per cent of them 
are undecided,” he said. ”1 


think the biggest chunk of 
that 10 per cent voted Libt-r- 
al.” 

Crosbie and James 
McGrath, fisheries minister 
in the Clark cabinet, were 
the only two Tories elected in 
Newfoundland. Liberals re¬ 
tained the four seats they 
held in the province and 
gained Humber-Port au 
Port-St. Barbe from Fon.se 
Faour. first NDP member 
e'Ver sent to Ottawa from 
Newfoundland. 

George Henderson, for¬ 
mer Prince Edward Island 
provincial Liberal cabinet 
minister, defeated David 


MacDonald, secretary of 
state for communications, in 
Egmont. 

MacDonald said his defeat 
was due to the Crosbie bud¬ 
get—“People don’t take well 
to castor oil.” 

. Daniel MacDonald, for¬ 
mer Liberal veterans’ af¬ 
fairs minister, came back 
from a narrow defeat id May 
to recapture his Cardigan 
seat. 

The three MacDonalds are 
not related. 

The result was two Tories 
and two Liberals from 
P.E.L, which elected four 
Tories la.st May.

LAKE PLACID, N.Y. 
<CP) — The sUte-run East 
German sports program is 
paying off at the Winter 
Olympic Games In medals, 
challenging the dominance 
of the Soviet Union. 

East Germany may not 
catch the Russians in gold 
medals, but the victory of 
Barbara Petzold in the 
women's 10-kilometre cross¬ 
country ski race on Monday 
was the I2th medal won by 
the Communist-bloc country 
in 17 events. 

The Russians have 11 over 
all, including six gold, but 
are off their pace of four 
years ago when they won 13 
gold while the East Germans 
took seven gold. 

Petzold, a 24-year.old 
medical student, was timed 
in 30 minutes 31.54 seconds to 
win East Germany's third 
goldmeda,!. 

The favored Russians 
were shut out of the medals 
in the only final of the day. 
Raisa Smetanina, gold med¬ 
alist in the five-kilometre 
race, was fourth over the 
longer distance, almost 24 
seconds off the pace. 

In the unofficiai team 
point-standing, the Soviet 
Union held the lead with 100 
points, but the East Ger¬ 
mans were closing in with 
84.5. 

Canada has one bronze 
medal — Steve Podborski of 
Toronto In the men's down¬ 
hill — and is tied with Italy 
for I2th place, each with six 
points. 

EasfGermah athletes also 
were leading in the men's 
singles figure skating and 
the Nordic combined skiing. 

Jan Hoffman of East Ger¬ 
many led Americans Charlie 
Tickner and David Santee 
after the men's compulsory 
figures that count for 30 per 
cent in the over-all scoring. 
Ailing Vladimir Kovalev of 
the ^viet Union slipped to 
fifth place and withdrew. 

Canadian Brian Pockar of 
Calgary was I2th. 

At the halfway point of the 
Nordic combined, Ulrich 
Wchling appeared headed 
for his third straight gold 
medal after scoring 227.2 
points in the opening ski 
jumping. 

Wehling won the combined 
for East Germany in the 1972 
and 1976 Olympics. The sec¬ 
ond phase of the combined is 
the 15-kilometre cross-coun¬ 
try race today. 

On the Alpine skiing 
slopes, a major upset ap¬ 
peared to be in (he making 
when Andreas Wenzel of 
Liechenstein speif to the fas¬ 
test time in the first heat of 
the men's giant slalom. 

Favored Ingemar Sten- 
mark of Sweden, who hasn't 
lost a giant slalom race in the 
last two years but who has 
never won an Olympic gold 
medal, was third, more than 
three-tenths of a second be¬ 
hind Wenzel. 

Sunday’s action was high¬ 
lighted by familiar names. 

Soviet figure skater Irina 
Rodnina, to times a world 
champion, won her third 
Olympic gold medal — a feat 
accomplished previously 
only by the legendary Sonja 
Henie — as she and her hus¬ 
band, Aleksandr Zaitsev, 
captured the pairs title. 

Austrian skier Annemarie 
Moser-Proell, a six-time 
winner of the World Cup, 
mounted the Olympic vic¬ 
tory podium for the first 
lime after winning the down¬ 
hill.

Somers said that Lefebvre had told 
Him he didn't want to fight with the 
manager and that Lasorda wanted to 
talk to him alone. Somers said he was 
told that after the two began talking, 
there was shouting and Lasorda took 


off his jacket. That’s when Lefebvre 
punched the S2-year-old manager. 

Lefebvre, 37, was first-base coach of 
the National League baseball team 
last year. He was hired by San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants as a coach for the 1980 
.season just after the 1979 season ended 
and reportedly said later that he was 
fired by Lasoi^a, who will manage Los 
Angeles for the fourth year in 1980. 

After the altercation, Lefebvre ap¬ 
peared as scheduled on the show. 

"It was in the best interest of 
Tommy, his coaching staff, the 
Dodgers and Jimmy I..efebvre for me 
to step down,” said the Dodgers’ for¬ 
mer all-star second baseman, who was 
the National League rookie of the year 
in 1965. “There have been a lot of 
newspaper reports that came out that 
said there’s a lot of bitterness between 
myself and the DodgersorTommy. 

’’All I can say is that a lot of it has 
been blown completely out of propor¬ 
tion. Baseball is a business and if 
you can’t get along on the staff or 
whatever, then you’ve got to make 
changes and I realize that.”

NDP incumbents easily hold upper-island ridings 


The New Democratic 
Party maintained its strong 
hold on the upp<’r Island in 
Monday’s federal election. 

Comox-Powell River in¬ 
cumbent Rafy Skelly coasted 
to an ea.sy win, taking votes 
from both Liberals and Con- 
•servalives, and Ted Miller 
easily retained the Nanai¬ 
mo-Albeml seat. 

Incomplete totals showed 
Skelly headed for an abso¬ 
lute majority of the vote, 
with about 51 per cent of the 
• votes cast, up from 43 per 
cent last May. ConservatW 
candidate AI.'Lazerte, also 
Skelly’s opponent in 1979, 
look about 30 per cent of the 
• ote, down sharply from the 
;» per cent he had last time. 

Lazerte edged Skelly in the 
more conservative Comox 
Valley, 5,932 votes to 5,876, 
but everywhere else, Skelly 
walked away with it. 

Miller’s victory in Nanai- 
mo-Alberni came despite 
what some political observ¬ 
ers felt was a strong cam¬ 
paign by Tory Scott Van 
Alstine. also of Nanaimo. 
Liberal Cecile McKinnon 
finished a distant third. 

Miller could easily have 
been called the quiet man of 
the NDP Ottawa contingent, 
but he was also effective. 
' as was shown in the final 
vote. 

He had a 4,800-vote margin 
over Van Alstine in last 
May’s federal election. 

The riding this time had 
67.000 eligible voters, a jump 
of 4.000 from the 1979 list. 

Although Van Alstine ap¬ 


peared to be making a strong 
challenge, it would have 
taken a major switch of 
voters for him to win. 

The NDP waged its usual 
well-organized campaign In 
the riding, depending heavi¬ 
ly on canvassing and front- 
yard signs. 

A visit from national NDP 
leader Ed Broadbent in the 
middle of the campaign, and 
a boost for Miller from pro¬ 
vincial leader David Barrett 
and former national leader 
Tommy Douglas last week, 
helped Miller’s re-election 
drive. 

He and his wife, Patti, and 
two young children moved 
into an apartment above the 
Nanaimo NDP headquarters 
for the duration of the cam¬ 
paign, always planning to 
return soon to the family's 
leased house in Ottawa. 

Miller, 38, who was a Nan¬ 
aimo District senior high 
school teacher and counsel¬ 
lor before entering politics, 
had been the NDP’s fisheries 
critic during the past nine 
months. 

He also served on the par¬ 
liamentary fisheries and for¬ 
estry committee. 

He took over last spring in 
Nanaimo-Albemi from vet¬ 
eran politician Douglas, who 
held the Nanaimo-Cowi- 
chan-The Islands seat before 
boundaries were changed. 

Miller’s victory last May 
by more than 4,800 votes was 
an unexpectedly strong 
showing for a newcomer. 

In that election. Miller 
polled 21,304 votes to Van 


Nanaimo, admitted there 
were points during the cam¬ 
paign when he was "wonder¬ 
ing about the outcome.” 

"The Conservatives were 
coming on strong, but I 
thought the turning point 
came late in the campaign.” 

Duncan explained that he 
felt some apathy in the NDP 
ranks early in the campaign 
because most people be¬ 
lieved that Miller was a 
shoo-in. 

After a radio station poll 
showed the Conservatives 
leading in the riding, the 
NDP was deluged with calls 


offering to help Miller, Dun¬ 
can said. 

The national result 
prompted mixed feelings in 
Comox-Powell River. While 
pleased with the NDP’s 
showing, Skelly said Pierre 
Trudeau’s re-appearance as 
prime minister, after being 
turfed out by the voters last 
May and being eased out by 
his party last winter, and the 
fact that the Liberal support 
was almo.st entirely from 
one part of the country, were 
matters for concern, Skelly 
said. 

McLoughlin was optimis¬ 


tic that the Liberals would 
get more support in the west 
next time around. The sec¬ 
ond poor showing in a year 
for B.C. Liberals had drawn 
some inactive party mem- 
berslnto action, she said. 

"I’m very pleased abdut 
the majority government, 
but I’m very di.sturbcd that 
the west does not have any 
representation.” 

Lazerte said the national 
result would probably gen¬ 
erate an increase in western 
regionalism. 

“I think Ontario went the 


Alstine’s 16,475. Liberal 
Hugh Anderson, the incum¬ 
bent from the old Comox-AI- 
bemi riding, trailed with 10,- 
385. 

The Comox-Powell River 
Liberals had a new face in 
B.C. Liberal party president 
Shirly McLoughlin, but no 
better luck than they had in 
1979 with incumbent MP 
Jack Pearsall. The Liberal 
proportion of the Vote 
dropped from 20 to 18 per 
cent of the votes cast. 

With 340 of the 346 polls 
reporting, the vote total 
stood at 24,530 for Skelly, 
16,216 for Lazerte, 9,114 for 


McLoughlin, and 296 for 
Communist Sy Pederson. 

Skelly attributed careful 
attention to local concerns 
and the strong NDP support 
in the riding to his increased 
margin of victory; 

While local concerns 
seemed paramount early in 
the campaign, the perfor¬ 
mance of the Clark govern¬ 
ment dominated meetings as 
the election drew nearer, 
Skelly said. 

After Miller’s victory be¬ 
came apparent early Mon¬ 
day night, his campaign 
manager. Bill Duncan of 


way it did because Mr. Tru¬ 
deau promised to tax Alber¬ 
ta rather than consumers.” 

Westerners had paid high 
tariffs and freight rates for 
years to support Ontario in- 
dustry^but now that the jhoe 
was on the other foot, On¬ 
tario didn’t like it, Lazerte 
said.

"Why on earth should I 
invest in an RRSP with you 
or anyone else, when infla¬ 
tion is going to make the 
money I've saved for retire¬ 
ment worth so much less?"

“’The circumstances call for a jail term,” the 
judge said. ”1 simply could not justify to the public 
anything less than that.”

She was found tied from her waist to the 
top railing and again to the deck sup¬ 
port of the wharf. 

The manager’s wife said the victim was 
a “nice, gentle woman who had been 
living in the area for just a short time.” 

RCMP said the woman was last seen 
alive in. the vicinity of the dock at about 5 
p.m. and later again at 7 p.m. 

She was believed to have secured her¬ 
self and to have lain on the rocks sometime 
between 8 p.m. and 9 p.m. to wait for the 
tide to come in.

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More power used, higher the cost under new rate

While B.C. Hydro’s April 1 in¬ 
crease averages seven per cent, 
rate changes will have greater 
effect on those customers whose 
consumption ,of electricity is rela¬ 
tively higher. 

Hydro chairman Robert Bonner 
said the Increase was adopted follow¬ 
ing a review of the utility's projected 
costs and revenues for the next fiscal 
year, which ends March 31,1981. 

The new residential bi-monthly 
electric rate, affecting all areas con¬ 
nected to Hydro's integrated transmis¬ 
sion network, will be: basic charge 
(related to fixed costs rvgardluss of 
amount of energy used) $5 (up from 
$1.50); 1.5 cents per kilowatt hour 
for the first 550 kilowatt hours (un¬ 
changed): and all additional consump¬ 


tion at three cents per kwh, up from 2.65 
cents. 

"The new rate continues a gradual 
alteration of Hydro's residential elec¬ 
tric rate form, and should encourage 
conservation because the increase in 
energy charges affects customers in 
proportion to their use of clec^)■icily. In 
other words, the more you use, the- 
greater the increase," Bonner said. 

For nearly 90 per cent of Hydro’s 
residential electric customers, the in¬ 
crease In annual bills will range from 
1.7 to 9.6 per cent.jdepending on level of 
consumption. 

For those who use less than 55 kwh 
per bimonthly billing period, the in¬ 
crease will be $3 a year. Annual in¬ 
crease for the small percentage of 
residential customers who use more 
than 10.000 kwh per billing period 
will be about 12 per cent. 

The first bills received by cus 
tomers for service after April 1 w ill be 


pro-rated by applying the old and new 
rales to the appropriate portions of the 
billing period. 

The actual effect of the increase will 
vary with seasonal and individual pat¬ 
terns of use. However, the difference 
between the old and new standard 
residential electric rates is shown in 
the following examples. 

• Apartment suite without either 
electric space heating or electric water 
heating—bimonthly consumption 500 
kwh: cost on old rate, $27; cost on new 
r^te, $27.50; an increase of 50 cents per 
period, or 25 cents a month. 

House with electric water heating 
but without electric space heating—bi¬ 
monthly consumption 2,000 kwh: cost 
on old rate $67.68; cost oil new rate, 
$73.36, an incrcascof $5.57 per period or 
$2.79 a month. 

^ House with both electric space heat 
{ and electric water heating—bimonthly 
consumption 5,000 kwh: cost on old rate 


$147.18; cost on new rate $163.25; an in¬ 
crease of $16.07 per period or $8.0-1 a 
month. 

Ener)y Minister Robert McClelland 
rejected the idea of a freeze until the 
public utilities commission proposed 
under the government's new energy 
policy can review the rates. 

But, he said in a Colonist interview, 
this rate increase, and all rate in- 
crea.ses pfevious to it, will be subject to 
a thoroughgoing review by the com¬ 
mission. 

The commission, announced earlier 
this month, will be basically made up of 
members of the B.C. Energy Commis¬ 
sion, which will move headquarters 
from Vancouver to Victoria under the 
government’s policy. 

Chris D’Arcy, the New Democratic 
Party’s energy critic, said "it appears 
to be business as usual" for Hydro in 
spite of the government's plans, and 


apparently the government had failed 
to give any directives to the Hydro 
board on its new policy. 

D’’Arcy said the government “is 
being led down the path” by Hydro, and 
there was no meaning or teeth to its 
new energy policy. 

He criticized Hydro and the govern¬ 
ment for giving high priority to the 
500-kilovolt Cheekeye Dunsmuir power 
line, while dragging feet on the natural 
gas pipeline to Vancouver Lsland. 

He said a natural gas line would 
deliver six times the energy to the 
Island at one-third the cost of the power 
line, “giving a benefit of 18:1 in terms 
of capital costs. 

D’Arcy noted the high cost of bor¬ 
rowing for capital projects was reflect¬ 
ed in Hydro’s new rate policy. 

He said the crown corporation also 
coufd be doing more to press for co-gen¬ 


eration by major industries on Vancou¬ 
ver Island. Nine firms, including pulp 
and chemical plants, use half the power 
consumed on the Island. 

David Stupich (NDP-Nanaimo) 
said the increase makes no sense at this 
time, especially after the government 
announced It would s'et tip a utilities 
commission to review Hydro’s re' 
quests for rate hikes. 

Stupich said the government should 
freeze the rates at the present level 
until after the commission is estab¬ 
lished. 

. "I think the commission should be 
established very soon and that there 
should be public hearings on the pro¬ 
posed increase,” he said. "I am not 
saying there should not be an incrca.se 
but at this time the government should 
block the proposal until the utilities 
commission is established and can re¬ 
view the proposal.” 


UVic faculty proposing arbitration of salaries 


Binding arbitration for 
University of Victoria fac¬ 
ulty salaries was proposed to 
the UVic board of governors 
Monday. 

Faculty Association presi¬ 
dent Dr. Samuel Scully told 
the board that the present 
system for .setting faculty 
salaries had provoked wide¬ 
spread dissatisfaction 
among faculty members. 


The s.vstem, in which fac¬ 
ulty and board representa¬ 
tives sat down to discuss sa- 
larics. with the board 
ultimately dccfding what sa¬ 
laries would be, lacked “gen¬ 
eral accountability," Scully 
said. 

More important, faculty 
members had |ost an esti¬ 
mated 12 to 18 per cent of 


their purchasing power over 
the past few years, he said. 

They were awarded a 5.75- 
per-cent increase last year, 
four per cent in 1978, and 6.8 
per cent in 1977, below the 
rate of inflation in each of 
those years. In addition to 
their salary increases, many 
faculty members are al.so 
awarded smaller merit in¬ 
crements. 


Binding arbitration would 
give a more formal struc¬ 
ture to salary negotiations, 
improve morale among fac¬ 
ulty, and give salary nego¬ 
tiations a “continuing 
framework," Scully said. 

He added that (linding ar¬ 
bitration would only be used 
when negotiations between 
the university and its faculty 
reached an impasse. 


UVic president Dr. 
Howard Fetch said a form of 
arbitration would be good 
for salary negotiations. 

Fetch said the faculty sal¬ 
ary committee had not been 
as responsible as it would be 
if there was arbitration, be¬ 
cause under the present sys¬ 
tem it would never do worse 
than the board's last salary 
offer, and as a result an 


agreement was difficult to 
reach. He admitted that fac¬ 
ulty might attribute a simi¬ 
lar lack of responsibility to 
the board, since its power to 
set salaries unilaterally 
made an agreement un¬ 
necessary. 

Arbitration would bring a 
“much greater .sense of real¬ 
ism” to negotiations, and the 
knowledge that an impartial 


third party would review the 
positions of each side would 
definitely aid the relation¬ 
ship between the board and 
faculty. Fetch said. He noted 
that Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity and the University of 
British Columbia both had 
arbitration as part of their 
salary-setting process. ^ 
Dr. Rod Symington, fac¬ 
ulty representative on the 


board of governors, said fac¬ 
ulty members regarded sal¬ 
ary negotiations at present 
as “empty.” 

"Anything that would 
make them appear to be 
meaningful woiild be good 
for faculty morale.’* 

The board will consider 
the proposal further before 
making a decision.

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Western swing helps Manly upset Taylor

“It was a siRn of the times,” quipped a jubiiiant 
Jim Manly after winning the Cowichan-Maiahat-Thc 
Islands riding in Monday’s federal election. 

Manly returned to the riding to the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party fold by beating Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Donald Taylor, a Duncan teacher, by almost 4,000 
votes—22,188 to 18,245. Liberal Leo Gervais polled 
5,187, Rhino Louis (Cowbird) Lesosk, 442 and peren¬ 
nial Communist Ernie Knott 87. 

Taylor won by a LSOO-vote margin in last May’s 
federal election. 

Manly’s sign quip came as he was addressing 400 
party workers at the IWA hall in Duncan where he 
was given a victory campaign sign bearing the signa¬ 
tures of his sign committee. 


“I’ll take it back to Ottawa as a reminder of a sign 
of the times,” he said. 

At 46, Manly, a minister at First United Church in 
Ladysmith for six years until he resigned last month 
to devote full time to the campaign, said he had cam¬ 
paigned on grass-roots issues. 

Unemployment and tanker traffic on the West 
Coast helped win it for him because of his deep 
concern for the issues. 

“Judging from tonight’s results, my concerns are 
shared by many other people,” he said. 

Of Trudeau’s election victory. Manly said; “The 
Liberals had to move to the left in the last few days 
and take some of our NDP platform in order to win. 

“We are going to be making sure they live up to 
their promises; oppose them when we feel they are not 
acting in the best interests of the country, and keep 
them on their toes.” 


Taylor, who said he was undecided whether to 
return to teaching, added he didn’t mind losing, but 
the return of the Trudeau Liberals was bad for 
Canada, 

He told about 100 supporters at the Village Green 
Inn that the Clark Tories had established a hallmark 
and the next government was going to have to 
measure up to that standard. 

The Crosbie budget and the 18-cent gas surcharge 
were definite factors in the party’s defeat, he said. 

“But in retrospect, I would not have changed a 
thing. 

“I and other Tory candidates laid out a respon¬ 
sible program.” 


Gervais said in an intendew he was ecstatic about 
the Liberals’ return to power and he attributed the 
voter switch to Trudeau to “a budget which was a 
complete catastrophe.” 

Provincial-Liberal leader Jev Tothill said he was 
disappointed there would be no representation from 
Western Canada m Parliament. 

“It just goes to prove we have to have a strong 
provincial base if we are going to be a force to be 
reckoned with across this country.” 

Manly’s 14-year-old daughter Heather was in 
tears as the results—including strong support from 
the Western Community end of the riding—came in to 
assure victory, unlike last May’s election when the 
Victoria-area end voted strongly for Taylor. 

The MP-elect will be unable to sleep in late today 
because he has to get his son off to a trip to Forbidden 
Plateau.

His party defeated, his 
cabinet posting gone and his 
plurality drastically re¬ 
duced, the Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party’s Allan 
McKinnon was elected for 
his fourth term Monday in 
Victoria riding. 

The New Democratic 
Party’s standard bearer 
Robin Blencoe made a re- 
spectabie showing, increas¬ 
ing NDP support by about 
2,<(00 votes since last year’s 
election. 

The Liberals just about 
hold theiw own with Bruce 
Corbett losing about 600 
votes, compared with last 
year’s results, while support 
for Marxist-Leninist 
Dorothy Ratzlaff dropped by 
about one-half. 

Here are the final figures: 

Allan McKinnon (PC) 25,- 
058, Robin Blencoe (NDP) 
17,093, Bruce Corbett (L) 7,- 
145, Kirk Higgins (Rhino) 
441; Dorothy Ratzlaff 
(Marx.-Lcn.) 47. 

When McKinnon, 63, ar¬ 
rived at his headquarters, a 
photographer asked him to 
smile. 

"Smile for what?” he 
asked, but obliged anyway. 

McKinnon, who served as 
defence minister in the 
Clark cabinet, said it was the 
government’s honesty that 
triggered its defeat. 


“Our policies were what 
the country needed. We’ll be 
in worse and worse shape in 
the years to come. 


“Somehow, they feel their 
voice is wasted if they vote 
for the losing party,” he 
.said. 


“Our policies were too 
drastic, too realistic, but 
that’s the people’s choice,” 
he said. 


“It's like the king who kept 
shooting his mcs.sengers for 
bringing him bad news.” 


McKinnon recalled that an 
honest assessment of the 
country’s needs had defeat¬ 
ed the Tories twice. 

“In 1971, we advocated 
wage and price controls and 
this time we told the people 
that federal .spending must 
be reduced. And both times 
we got defeated for our trou¬ 
bles,” he said. 

And as the party went 
down to defeat, McKinnon 
stuck by his leader. 

“Joe did a good job. He 
was open and honest. Per¬ 
haps that's what did us in,” 
he .said. 

He added he had no inten¬ 
tion of “putting anyone else 
up for leader.” 

McKinnon voiced strong 
criticism at opinion polls 
conducted during a cam¬ 
paign. Many people, he said, 
tended to switch their votes 
to the party leading in the 
polls because they didn't 
want to be identified with a 
loser. 


The small crowd of party 
workers and supporters at 
McKinnon’s headquarters 
were quiet and subdued, 
shaking their heads in disbe¬ 
lief as the Liberal wave 
moved west, leaving a trail 
of defeated Tory candidates 
in its wake. 

At the Liberal headquar¬ 
ters, Corbett was disappoint¬ 
ed over his personal defeat, 
but delighted by the return to 
powerof his party. 

He said the victory would 
result in a Liberal rcnai.s- 
sanceinB.C. 

Meanwhile, about 300 NDP 
supporters had gathered at 
the James Bay Community 
Centre on Oswego to cele¬ 
brate what they called a vic¬ 
tory. 

"We almost halved 
McKinnon’s lead since last 
year and in a city that is 
considered a bastion of con¬ 
servatism, that’s a victory,” 
Blencoe told a cheering 
crowd. 

In an interview, Blencoe 
said he would be back in the 
next election “if the party 
will have me.” 

Federally, Blencoe said, 
the NDP had done better 
than ever before and there 
was only one way to go from 
here—up. 


The best effort ot all was 
recorded by Frank (Tee Pee 
Red) Coffee, who polled 583 
votes in Nanaimo-Alberni, 
finishing fourth in a six-way 
race. Left in his dust were 
Communist Gary Swann 
(173) and Marxist-Leninist 
Allan Bezanson (71). 

While he was the only one 
of the four jokesters to finish 
last. Robert Maddocks piled 
up a respectable 551 votes in 
Esquimalt-Saanich, where 
the only other non-major 
party representative. Inde¬ 
pendent Philip Ncy, finished 
only a little way up the lad¬ 
der with 781. 

Louis (Cowbird) Lesosky, 
the man who calls himself 
the caretaker of the earth, 
showed absolutely know re¬ 
spect (or Communist Ernie 
Knott in Cowichan-Malahat- 
The Islands, by compiling 
442 votes to Knott’s 87. 

In Victoria, Rhino Kirk 
Higgins found himself with 
441 supporters, which was a 
lot more help than Marxist- 
Leninist Dorothy Ratzlaff 
got from 47 voters. 

But since the herd of four 
was beaten by major party 
candidates, it won’t have to 
talk anymore about the 
Rhino promises to flatten the 
Rockies, build a tunnel to 
Iran, or sell bottled Petro- 
Can on strectcomers. 

Of course, as they said in 
the beginning, if elected they 
wouldn't keep their prom¬ 
ises. 

But, does that mean, now 
that they aren't elected . . .? 



His margin cut from 13,900 to less than 6.000 votes by 
opponents. Esquimalt-Saanich Conservative MP Donald 
Munro’s first concern Monday night was the future of the 
country. 

There was some quiet satisfaction in the NDP camp of 
Robert Cameron, who saw their champion's margin shoot 
from 28.9 to 34.4 per cent of the popuiar vote, cutting Munro's 
from 54,6 per cent to 45 per cent. 

Liberal Gerry Kristiansen (railed a piair third with 18.1 
per cent, despite some predictions by pundits that he stood a 
chance of winning the race, or at least finishing .second. 

However, the Liberals also improved their percentage 
from 14.8 to 18.1 per cent. 


MUNRO, A FOR.MER diplomat, told supporters the 
polarization revealed by the national results was a grave 
sign for the future of Canada, 

“With more than 50 per cent of the (Liberal) quorum 
from one province, it is unfortunate.” he said. 

“Our country has been in the process of being divided 
for the last 10 to 12 years, and now we see it being disrupted 
even further.” 

He said aside from the nationai divisions, he found it 
disturbing that Canadians had voted in favor of further 
inflation and further debt under a Liberal majority. 

“I almost think Canadians have a debt wish,” he said, to 
cheers from supporters in his converted-winery head¬ 
quarters. 

Referring to the Trident aircraft issue, which Munro 
ebneeded cost him a number of votes, he said it was unfor¬ 
tunate that constituents were “conned into believing it was 
an Issue.”

Obstetrics move not worth the risk’ 


EARLIER, A BEATEN but unbowed Cameron told 
supporters at his headquarters on West .Saanich Road that 
the NDP would take the .scat in an anticipated byelection. 

“Liberal supporters should have got the message 
this time, and Conservative voters should get it, too,” he 
said. 

Cameron, a high school teacher, criticized the Liber¬ 
als for running probably the most cynical campaign in 
the country’s history, but quoted NDP provincial party lead¬ 
er David Barrett as saying "you can’t quarrel with the 
voters.”

A report prepared for North Saanich on 
the removal of obstetric services from 
Saanich Peninsula Hospital says the cost 
and inconvenience to pregnant patients 
will be greater than any financial saving. 


The Feb. 17 report, approved Monday at 
North Saanich council, deals with the Capi¬ 
tal Region District’s plan to move all 
obstetric .services in the region to the 
new Helmcken Road hospital due to open 
sometime in 1982. 

The report says: “General practitioners 


having hospital privileges at Peninsula 
Hospital will have to travel to the new 
Helmcken hospital to treat their patients, 
then return to Peninsula to their normal 
routine, or, and this is most likely, they will 
be compelled to refer a pregnant patient to 
a city doctor. 

“liie time and financial saving to the 
city units would not be apparent to the 
peninsula doctor, 20 miles away. 

“The pregnant patients would have also 
the problem of driving to Victoria for 
their regular checkups, finding parking 


and the usual downtown problems when 
they are least able to cope with them.” 

Tlte report concludes: “The cost and 
inconvenience to pregnant patients will 
more than offset the financial saving to the 
government. The hazard to the mother and 
child is unknown, of course, but statis¬ 
tics state that 10 per cent cab be compli¬ 
cated and half of those cannot be predicted 
and prepared for. The Peninsula Hospital 
is equipped now to cope with 18 out of 20 
new births and has not yet lost a baby 
through lack of equipment which would be 


available at the new hospital. Is it worth 
the risk?” 


The report was prepared by North Saan¬ 
ich Aid. James Gumming at the request of 
Mayor Eric Sherwood. 

It also pointed out there are more 
than 20,000 people in the three peninsula 
municipalities, “and this population is ex¬ 
pected to double before the end of the 
century.” 

Council passed a motion protesting re¬ 
moval of obstetrics from the hospital.

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Women’s libber, no, but pioneer for women, yes

OTTAWA (CP) — Five 
bold Alberta suffragists bat¬ 
tled for years to establish the 
right of female appoint¬ 
ments to the Senate, but 
Calrine Wilson, the first 
woman to get the job—SO 
years ago last Friday—was 
not In their radical league. 

That, in some quarters, 
was a relief. Heaven forbid 
appointment of a feminist— 
' no doubt ugly to boot— 
among the ranks of the 
gentlemen, in the Upper 
Diamber! 

After Liberal Prime Min¬ 
ister Mackenzie King an¬ 


nounced Wilson’s appoint¬ 
ment to the Senate Feb. 15, 
1930, the apparently relieved 
Ottawa Evening Journal 
opined: 

“Mrs. Wilson is the very 
antithesis of the short-haired 
woman ‘reformer,’ is the 
exact opposite of that un¬ 
lovely female type which 
talks of Freud and com¬ 
plexes and the latest novel 
and poses as being intellec¬ 
tual. 

“She is of the much more 
appealing and competent 
kind who make a success of 
their job of taking care of a 
home and rearing a family

before meddling with and 
trying to make a success of 
everything else.” 

Calrine Wilson, then 46, 
was the mother of eight chil¬ 
dren, daughter of former 
Senator Robert MacKay and 
wife of former Member of 
Parliament, Norman Wil¬ 
son, both successful busi¬ 
nessmen. She was wealthy, 
lived in an opulent Rock- 
cliffe mansion and spent 
summers at the family’s 400- 
acre estate at St. Andrews- 
By-Tbe-Sea, N.B. 

She had helped found the 
National Federation of Lib¬ 
eral Women of Canada and 
was heavily involved in char¬ 
itable causes for refugees, 
young women and the poor. 
She was on golf and badmin¬ 
ton club executive boards, 
although she played neither 
sport. 

Wilson had not joined the 
women’s suffrage move¬ 
ment which secured the 
legal right of all women to 
vote in federal elections in 
1918. Nor had she aligned 
herself with the Edmonton 
magistrate, Emily Murphy, 
and her four colleagues who 
successfully fou^t the gov¬ 
ernment’s contention that 
women are not persons 
under the British North 
America Act, Canada's con¬ 
stitution. 

Judge Murphy and her 
feisty friends—Nellie 
McClung, Irene Parlby, 
Henrietta Muir Edwards and 
Louise McKinney—won a 
ruling from the British Privy 
Council, then Canada's high¬ 
est court of appeal, that 
women are inde^ persons 
and thus could be appointed 
to the Senate." 

The constitution says that 
only “qualified persons” can 
be appointed to the Senate. 
The ruling came in October, 
1929, and Prime Minister 
King obliged four months 
later, announcing the Wilson 
appointment to reporters. 
That was on a Saturday. 

By Monday, the local 
newspapers were blazing 
with controversy over what 
Wilson should and would 
wear at the opening of Par¬ 
liament that Ibursday, when 
she would be sworn in and 
about how to address the 
new senator. 


Should she wear a glamor¬ 
ous floor-length gown like 
the wives of senators and 
members of Parliamentt>at 
the official ceremony, or 
should she mute her feminin¬ 
ity to blend in with the men . 
she would now work beside? 

And would she be ad¬ 
dressed in conversation as 
Senator Wilson or Mrs. Wil¬ 
son, and in writing as the 
Hon. Senator Cairine Wilson 
or the Hon. Mrs. Norman 
Wilson? 

Her apparel caused con¬ 
siderable trouble for news¬ 
papers that went to press 
before the opening of Parlia¬ 
ment actually took place. All 
women guests had submitted 
detailed descriptions of what 
they would wear, and the 
newspapers devot^ several 
pages to them. 

The newspapers reported 
that Wilson first decided to 
wear a plain black satin 
gown but, after consulta¬ 
tions with Liberal Senate 
Leader Raoul Dandurand, 
changed her mind and decid¬ 
ed instead on a less conspicu-

She stunned them all by 
wearing a powder blue lace 
gown, blue satin shoes and a 
bouquet of orchids. The 
switch was dutifully report¬ 
ed the following day along 
with commentary suggest¬ 
ing she was a “normal” 
woman—fickle. 

“Feminine Invasion of Ca¬ 
nadian Senate Was Peace¬ 
fully Consummated Today,” 
declared a Journal headline. 

The tizzy over her title was 
settled by Senate Speaker 
Hewitt Bostock, who ruled 
that she should be called 
Hon. Senator Cairine Wilson 
and declared that from then 
on all 102 senators would 
address one another official¬ 
ly as honorable members in¬ 
stead of honorable gentle¬ 
men. 

Wilson was hailed in the 
press as knowledgeable 
about public affairs, an un¬ 
obtrusive but thoughtful and 
persuasive orator, an engag¬ 
ing conversationalist, a tact¬ 
ful and gracious hostess and 


a charming matron. 

The Ottawa Evening Citi¬ 
zen gushed further that her 
“fine figure and carriage 
and ease of movement 
speak good health and plenty 
of exercise and she is always 
dfessed fittingly and with 
distinction from the tip of 
her well<hosen shoes to the 
top of her becoming hat.” 

In those days it was only a 
brazen woman who would 
openly deny the adage that 
woman’s place was in the 
home. Though thousands 
were out working as school 
teachers, store clerks, tele¬ 
phone operators, housekeep¬ 
ers, farm laborers, garment 
and other factory workers, 
even the organized labor 
movement condemned mar¬ 
ried women who joined the 
paid work force. 

These were what would 
later be known in history as 
hard times. Prosperity was a 
thing of the past. The great 
world economic depression 
had struck in the fall of 1929 
and when the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment met the 1930 Parlia¬ 


ment, it was under the 
pressure of widespread un¬ 
employment and demands 
from the provinces for assis¬ 
tance. 

Adolph Hitler's Nazis had 
bet^ome the second-largest 
party in Germany by au¬ 
tumn, 1930. King was defeat¬ 
ed in an election that year 
but was returned to power in 
1935 and would lead^e coun¬ 
try through the Second 
World War. 

“Mrs. Wilson was known 
for her wide philanthropic 
interests and for spearhead¬ 
ing the Canadian National 
Committee on Refugees fol¬ 
lowing the Second World 
War,” Muriel Fergu.sson, 
Senate speaker between 1972 
and 1974, wrote in an essay 
on the institution five years 
ago. 

Wil^n, who died in March, 
1962, also became the first 
woman to sit as Senate 
Speaker. She was called on 
temporarily to preside over 
the Senate in 1955 when 
Speaker Wishart Robertson 
was ill. She was then 70. 


A profile on her in Satur¬ 
day Sight Magazine that 
year said: ’’Women by them- 
selves^she feels, can do little 
to change the face of poli¬ 
tics.” 

The week of her appoint¬ 
ment, she was said to have 
had no proposals for reform., 
policies: “The only thing she- 
insists upon is that she does ^ 
not want to serve on the; 
Senate divorce committee,”: 
the profile said. ; 

i 

Her views on divorce? “I •: 
never really thought of it,t 
being the mother of eight' 
children.” 


Forty-four years later in 
her essay, Fergusson—the 
first fulltime woman Senate 
speaker—gave the Senate 
considerable credit for pres¬ 
ent-day divorce laws. 

Including Wilson, 19 
women Senators have been 
appointed over the years, 
compared with roughly 700 
men. Four of them were Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative and 
the rest Liberal.

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Teachers are closer kin to witch doctors than 
scientific professionals, but new discoveries about 
the brain could open the doors to a new era in 
education, a University of OreRon professor said re¬ 
cently. 


Dr. Bob Sylwester said teachers, like witch 
doctors, "grind up routs or make a magic potion, 
and the next day we are better, although we don’t 
know why.” 


For years, teachers were told that more boys 
than girls had reading problems, but never why. 
Boys are al.so more likely to be hyperactive, but the 
reasons for this were never clear. 


Recent brain research, however, not only ex¬ 
plains why this is the case, but sugge.sts some 
methods for dealing with the problem, Sylwester 
told Sooke school district teachers at a profes¬ 
sional day conference. 

The reason for the difference is that develop¬ 
ment of the left hemisphere of the brain occurs 
more slowly in boys, Sylwester said. The left 
hemisphere is the "rationali.stic" and analytic side 
which solves problems in a sequential manner, and 
defines various mental categories. 

The left side controls reading skills, “and if it's 
not all wired up by the time the kid is in school, he 
ha.s nowhere to go.” 

The right side of the brain is more concerned 
with spatial relationships and processes informa¬ 
tion coming to it In a more Intuitive, simultaneous 
way. A boy who is still dependent on his right brain 
hemisphere in .school assimilates information bet¬ 
ter if he can walk around and hold things in his 
hands. 

Among other things, this explains the magic 
potion given Sylwester years ago by an experienced 
classroom witchdoctor, who said boys who had 
trouble reading could be taught if they could 
trace the letters of a word with their left hands. Syl¬ 
wester found that it worked, but did not understand 
w hy until he realized that tracing the letters in space 
^ad greater impact on the right hemisphere of the 
brain, which controls the left side of the body, 
including the left hand. 

Girls have more balanced brain development 
and can usually a.ssimllate learning with mure 
conventional approaches. Sylwester said. 

.Sylwester said an abundance of competing

educational psychology theories have left teachers 
confused. Insecure and uncomfortable with the 
subject. 

"Stunning discoveries made in the last few 
years with techniques .such as F:EG monitoring are 
moving us to the brink of being able to comprehend 
that three pounds of matter which makes up the 
brain for the first time.” 

Other discoveries have revealed sbme basic 
stress mechanisms which interfere with, among 
other things, teachers' ability to manage their 
classrooms. 

Beginning teachers usually discover during 
their first few evaluations that managing their 
classrooms Is at least as important as how well they 
can plan lessons or know their subjects, Sylwes¬ 
ter noted. 

But classroom management techniques are 


"left to the dark reces.ses of things we don’t talk 
about. We see management techniques in a negative 
sense.” 

New knowledge about the brain will help teach¬ 
ers manage stress and their classrooms better, 
Sylwester said. 

Physical stress occurs when the brain is not able 
to cope with a challenge. 

"When nothing works, the mind tells the hy- 
pothalmus which sayy 'draw the wagons in, here 
come the Indians.’” ' 

Hormones then flood into the body, in prepara¬ 
tion for a physical assault. Cholcsten)!, important 
as a building material in cell walls, is released Into 
the blood stream, and muscles len.se to fend off 
attack. Energy for this comes from low priority 
muscles, such as thu.se of the stomach and intes¬ 
tines. 


While this response may be correct as one heads 
for a tree on skis, "it does not make sense to turn this 
on when a .second-grade kid says he won’t do his 
arithmetic,” .Sylwester .said. In effect, the brain has 
told the body it is under attack when the threat is 
mental, rather than physical. 

"Your knees prepare for the only kind of 
damage they know. They can’t care less about kids 
not doing their arithmetic.” 


“Inappropriate response to stress is a major 
threat to health in our society," .Sylwester said. 
Teachers are often under stress continuously for the 
entire day. resulting in the phenomenon known as 
"teacher burnout.” 

Given more help In coping with stress, not only 
teachers but also their classrooms would Ih‘ health¬ 
ier, he said.

Making It Together as a Two-Career Couple, was 

written by a two-career couple. .Marjorie Hansen Shae- 
vitz and Morton H. Shaevitz. The book (Houghton Mifflin 
Company.) is part observation, part projection and part 
experience. 

Unfortunately, at first glance, it looks like another 
“how-to" book. Read on because it’s not. 

The couple says that more than 30 million North 
American families deal with the problems of both 
partners working away from the home. 


MORTON AND MARJORIE Shaevitz were con¬ 
fronted with the problems a situation like this is bound to 
bring from the beginning of their marriage in 1972. Both 
were involved in full-time careers at the University of 
California at San Diego. Shaevitz. who has a Ph.D. in 
clinical psychology, was dean and director of counselling 
and psychological services. Mrs. Shaevitz was director 
of counselling and registration services for the univer¬ 
sity’s extension program. 

Up front the couple will admit that home discussions 
included such topics as who was responsible for taking 
out the garbage. 

The Shaevitzes have two children of their ow n. Geof¬ 
frey, 5. and Marejka, 3. In addition, two children from 
Shaevitz’s previous marriage spend a lot of time with 
the couple but make their residence In Los Angeles. 
Erica, 16. and Jonathon, 14, play a big part in the deci¬ 
sions made as a family. 


"WHEN IT CO.ME.S to social changes. North Ameri- 
ca’sbusiness and Industrial communities tend lo respond 
very slowly, if at all." .Shaevitz said. 

"Companies, if they hope to keep their top people, 
are going to have to take a Uwk at this coming 
phenomenon and make suitable adjustments. They're 
going to have to look at their transfer policies and 
understand that in the past the move was predi¬ 
cated on a one-career (the husband’s) household. Now 
there’s more to making that decision—the wife’s ca¬ 
reer.” 

And what happens if on finishing schooling the wife 
gets a better job offer than the husband? What if she is 
offered a gooid position, for example, in Boston, where 
getting a job will almost be impossible for the husband? 

From the book: "Whichever of the two openings

"One of the major issues of the ’80s is going to be how 
to deal with successful women in a marriage situa¬ 
tion. Another issue will be maintaining quality rela¬ 
tionships when you are in a situation when both partners 
have multiple pressures." . 

The book talks about Two Careers; The New Game 
in Town (as Chapter II is tilled), two-career parent¬ 
ing, dealing with dollars, selecting appropriate child 


A DECISION-MAKING model is offered to help 
judge which job indt'ed is the best offer.

' “Most men aren't ready, but they’re beginning to 
move in that area,” Shaevitz said-. "We’re beginning to 
get ready and some people are not only considering it 
Jbut doing it.

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Mixed houses 
: best way 
■ to beat rent 


VANCOUVER (CP) — With the city’s vacancy 
rate approaching zero, people are turning again to 
shared housing as a way of getting the best accom¬ 
modation at the cheapest rate. 


However, the new wave of sharing is different 
from the communal houses of the early 1970s where 
people cashed their student grants and unemploy¬ 
ment cheques to cover everything from staples to 
entertainment for the house. 


The shared houses today aren’t called com- 
mune.s—they’re called mixed houses or shared 
accommodation and many are run on a pure¬ 
ly business basis, with your commitment to the 
other residents extending no further than helping 
keep cockroaches at a minimum and delivering 
your share of the rent on time. 

Up to eight or 10 years ago, most people took 
doubling up for grant^, says a University of B.C. 
housing expert. 'Then, as rents held relatively stable 


while tenants’, incomes increased, more people 
moved out on their own. 

“From 1971 lo 1976, one of the major contribu¬ 
tions for housing accommodation was people un¬ 
doubling,” says Stanley Hamilton, as.sociate dean of 
commerce and business administration. 

In 1971, Statistics Canada reported 55,000 per~^ 
.sons living alone in metropolitan Vancouver. By 
1976, the most recent figures available, that number 
increased to almost 85,000. 

“About one-quarter of the people who would be 
looking for a bachelor or one bedroom apartment 
and can’t afford any more than $200 are having to 
revert to shared accommodation,” says Colleen 
' Martin of the YWCA’s housing registry. 

Along with being an inexpensive way to live, 
.sharing means instant companionship. 

“I don’t like living alone.” .says Allan Saqui. 
Until recently, he shared his three-bedroom Rich¬ 
mond home with two women. 


Ray Donnelly, of the housing advisory service 
at Kitsilano Neighborhood House, said most people 
try to strike a balance between men and women in 
shared housing and aren’t concerned about their 
roommate’s sex. 

Donnelly says most people find it easier to share 
with their friends than with strangers. However, 
some prefer to keep their friends and home life 
separate. 

Francis Van Dusen says he judges his potential 
roommates by their voices. 

"Tve always gone on instinct with anybody I’ve 
lived with,” he said, adding that it doesn’t always 
work out. 

Both Ms. Martin and Donnelly recommend 
being honest in trying to select roommates—tell 
them you hate vegetables or love rock music. 
Decide before you move in what will be shared 
and what each person’s responsibilities arc and then 
no one can complain later. 
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Psoriasis aids 


Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
about psoriasis? The doctor 
acts like I’m going to have to 
fight it my whole life. Fifty 
years is a long time. What 
about diet control? — 
IVIrs.D.G. 

Allow me to u,se your shor¬ 
tened letter to answer many 
others on this subject. 

Psoriasis is a mystery dis¬ 
ease. If there is anything 
good to be said for it, it is that 
it does not affect physical 
health, except that in rare 
instances it is associated 
with a form of arthritis. 

Psoriasis is a scaling of the 
skin due to excessive forma¬ 
tion of outer skin cells. We 
don't know why this hap¬ 
pens, altbouj^ it may tend to 
run in families. Nor is the 
long-range outlook in psoria¬ 
sis predictable. Some people 
with it may have periods 
when it subsides, even disap¬ 
pears entirely. For some, it 
subsides with summer sun 
exposure. However, for most 
persons it is an unfortunate 
lifetime control struggle. 

. Many treatments have 
been tried over the many 
‘years that doctors have 
struggled with the problem. 
Treatment today depends on 
the area involved. Distilled 
coal tar, salicylic acid and 
sulfur preparations are used 
for scalp scaling. For some, 
steroid creams applied to the 
skin are helpful. Some der¬ 
matologists favor the 
Goeckerman technique—ap¬ 
plication of the tar ointments 
followed by ultraviolet fight. 

A newer light treatment 
popular with some doctors is 
photochemotherapy. A drug 
called 8-methoxypsoralen is 
taken followed by long wave 
ultraviolet light exposure.

of psoriasis. As you read this 
many, many experiments 
are being conduct^ utilizing 
other forms of treatment. 
Hopefully, someday soon a 
real cure will replace the 
often disappointing forms of 
control available t^ay. 


Dear Dr. Donohue:.! am 
taking vitamins and have 
been ordering them from out 
of town by mail. On some 
vitamin bottles it doesn't say 
“natural” and on others you 
buy it does say that. Does 
either kind have the same 
effect? 1 hope you under¬ 
stand what I mean. — Curi¬ 
ous. 

The difference between 
“natural’’ and "synthetic" 
vitamins (the other kind) is 
that the “natural” ones have 
been extracted from plant or 
animal tissue. Synthetic vi¬ 
tamins are made“from 
scratch” through chemical 
processes. 

Some people feel that 
“natural” vitamins are bet¬ 
ter because of their origin. I 
have no evidence to support 
or refute this belief. 

Others would Insist that 
the only difference is in 
price. If I were using vita¬ 
min supplements. I think I 
wouid take the cheapest 1 
couid buy as iong as they 
were made by a reputable 
company.

The inih generating unit at 
B.C. Hydro’s Gordon Shrum 
generating station on the 
Peace River has gone into 
service, adding 300,000 kilo¬ 
watts of power to Hydro’s 
integrated power grid. 

The last generator brings 
the plant up to 2,116.000 kilo¬ 
watts of generating capacity 
and marks completion of a 
billion-dollar project which 
began in 1961. 

The generator and turbine 
were installed by Nissho- 
Iwai of Japan and the equip¬ 
ment was built by Fuji Klec- 
trie,al.sonf Japan. 

Nissho-Iwai won the con¬ 
tract for the installation of 
the final generator in De¬ 
cember, 1976, and work 
began in the summer of 1978. 

'The generator and turbine, 
costing over $5 million each, 
are housed in one of the 
world’s largest underground 
powerhouses, which also 
contains other generators.

Victoria, with its natuiai beauty 
and long growing season is perhaps the 
most satisfying place in all of Canada 
in which to indulge in this delightful 
hobby of gardening.

It’s all been a tremendous learning 
experience and, in common with all 
gardeners, much remains to be learn¬ 
ed. I’m looking forward very much to 
sharing with Colonist readers my ex¬ 
periences in this healthful and satisfy¬ 
ing hobby of ours through this col¬ 
umn. 

In Vernon, we transformed a three- 
quarter acre lot of alfalfa Into a gar¬ 
den full of trees, fruits, lawns, shrubs 
and vegetable plots. The rather heavy 
clay soil produced abundantly and 
' provided us with enough vegetables 
for year-round eating. The huge cab¬ 
bages went into sauerkraut and any 
other surpluses such as parsnips went 
into the freezer, canning jars, the root 
cellar or even wine. 

Our Kelowna garden offered us a 
whole new batch of problems to solve. 
The light soil needed all the compost 
we could produce in order to give it 
substance. The comer lot, once fenced 
in, became a real outdoor room, an 
oasis of vines, fmit and flowers. On 
their last summer visit there, my par¬ 
ents loved sitting under the grape 
arbor enjoying the peace and privacy 
and color of our garden. 

Now, back on Vancouver Island, we 
have be^n once more to etch our own 
little private patch of horticultural 
beauty out of previously untouched 
ground.

New policy for residences 


Preliminary planning will 
begin immediately for new 
.student residences at the 
University of Victoria, fol¬ 
lowing a change of policy by 
the universities financing 
body, the Universities Coun¬ 
cil of B.C. 

UVic was notified last 
month that the council had 
rescinded its policy of pro¬ 
hibiting the use of prov incial 
capital grants for the con¬ 
struction of student resi¬ 
dences. 

That policy has forced uni¬ 
versities to finance student 
residences completely from 


student payments for room 
and board, a system which 
has become progressively 
more difficult with high in¬ 
terest rates and building 
costs. UVic president Dr. 
HowardPetch predicted last 
month that September would 
bring the worst crisis ever in 
student housing at UVic. 

Tfrp Universities council 
will now permit the use of 
provincial capital grants for 
student housing, but in a note 
to the universities it said it 
still expects student resi¬ 
dence costs to be self-lit(ui- 
dating over a reasonable 
amortization period.^

French program 

Saanich school district may get its first French Im¬ 
mersion classes next year. 

Schools superintendent Don Smyth said Monday that 
more than SO applications for Grade 1 immersion and 
more than 40 for kindergarten immersion classes have been 
received by the district. 

But no site for the immersion classes has been chosen 
yet, and the number of interested parents may change when 
a school for the class is cho.sen, Smyth cautioned. 

In French immersion, anglophone pupils are taught al¬ 
most entirely in French, with English being introdw^ in 
higher grades. 

Smyth said that if both kindergarten and Grade 1 
immersion classes were offered they would probably be 
in the same school, permitting sharing of library and 
other resources. The final decision on location of the 
classes will be made by the school board, Smyth said. 

“We will be taking this information to them next 
Monday for some kind of direction."

But west dams up

OTTAWA — Pierre Trudeau punched out Joe Clark’s nine- 
month-old Cortservative government Monday in an general 
election that gave his Liberals a commanding majority, yet left 
him on the mat in the,west. 

“Victory often follows defeat,” the 60-year-old Liberal leader told 
cheering supporters as he returned to power, after a 272-day interuption, for 
the fourth time in 12 years. 

“I naturally regret the result,” said out-going prime minister Clark 
from his campaign headquarters in his native Alberta as his minority 
government collapsed around him. 

“But that is what democracy is all about.”

The election gave Trudeau 148 of 
281 Commons seats, reduced Clark’s 
ranks to 100 and knocked the Quebec- 
based Social Credit party out of the 
political ring. 

Of the opposition parties, only Ed 
BroadhenCs New Democrats made 
gains. But while he captured, as he 
predicted, the greatest number of 
seats in the party’s history — 33, 
compared with 31 in 1972 — he came 
away without the power-broker ad¬ 
vantages he held in the last minority 
Parliament. ^ 

Clark, 40, ousted after the shortest 


term in Canadian history, conceded 
defeat with dignity, wishing Trudeau 
well and promising to help make the 
32nd Parliament work. 

Broadbent, 43, pronounced himself 
“immensely proud” of his party’s 
wins, praised his opponents and 
pledged to work for a “positive energy 
policy” and greater Canadian control 
of the economy. 

“They had a look at the alternative 
and they didn’t like it,” said Senator 
Al Graham, Liberal party president, 
as Liberals recaptur^ the majority 
they lost to Clark 272 days ago.

While most British Colum¬ 
bians were waiting for the 
clock to tick away to 8 
o’clock last night, Victoria 
Cablevision viewers watch¬ 
ing Walter Cronkite on the 
evening news already knew 
the Liberals had b^n re¬ 
elected by a landslide. In 
Vancouver the mainland 
cablevision company black¬ 
ed out United States news¬ 
casts to avoid broadcasting 
election results before the 
B.C. polls closed at 8 p.m. 

In Victoria, cablevision 
employees appeared sur¬ 
prised when acquainted with 
the fact that both the CBS 
and NBC newscasts, broad¬ 
cast between 6 p.m. and 7 
p.m., carried news of the 
Literal victory sweep more 
than an hour before the B.C. 
polls closed. When contacted 
by the Colonist, cablevision 
employees suggested we 
contact CBS, NBC “or the 
station manager in the 
morning.” 

The Elections Act and Ca¬ 
nadian Radio and Televi¬ 
sion regulations forbid the 
broadcast or publication of 
election results prior to the 
closing of polls in the various 
time zones across the coun¬ 
try. 


Trudeau’s majority 
came from eastern Can¬ 
ada.'He picked up four 
seats in the Atlantic re¬ 
gion, swept all but one of 
the 74 Quebec ridings up 
for election and stormed 
through Ontario where he 
gained 20 seats and ce¬ 
mented his win. 

But he was rejected once 
again in the west. Of the 77 
.seats in the four western 
provinces, he won only two, 
both in Manitoba-where in¬ 
cumbents Lloyd Axworlhy 
and Bob Bockstael held on. 

Trudeau, in a speech 
where he paid tribute to 
Clark and Broadbent as men 
worthy of a place in history’, 
pledged to “seek the advice” 
of his opponents on matters 
affecting that region. 

He made no mention of 
Fabien Roy. the Social Cred¬ 
it leader who, along with his 
four fellow Socreds and two 
of Clark’s three Quebec 
MPs, were routed by Liter¬ 
als in Quebec.

NDP’s Manly beats Tory 
in only switch on Island 


Only one of five Vancouver 
Island ridings changed 
hands in Monday's general 
election, a turn of events 
thatheld no real surprise for 
political observers. 

The NDP’s Jim Manly will 
exchange his pulpit in Cowi- 
chan-Malahat-The Islands 
for a seat in the Commons. 

His defeat of incumbent 
Tory Don Taylor in a contest 
that held national attention 
brings the NDP strength on 
the Island to three, with the 
Tories maintaining two—a 
reversal of what happenc^d in 
May.

The results jibed with the 
forecast in the Colonist's 
final pre-election story Sun¬ 
day. 

A jubilant Manly, who had 
served as United Church 
minister in Ladysmith, 
noted that he had gained con- 
siderable support in the 
Western Community, the 
section of the riding that 
gave the Conservatives 


breathing room last time. 

“The south is rising 
again,” said Manly as re¬ 
sults showed him taking 
polls in Langford and Met- 
chosin that went to school 
teacher Taylor before. 

His margin of defeat in 
May was less than 1,600 
votes. 

■Supporters of NDP candi¬ 
date Robert Cameron in Es¬ 
quimalt-Saanich were mild¬ 
ly elated at the fact Cameron 
appeared to have cut 
Munro’s plurality by 10,000 
votes in the rematch. 

Some bitterness lingered 
in the camps of both men 
following a campaign where 
feelings sometimes ran 
high. 


Hydro rates rise 7% April 1 


B.C. Hydro will increase its 
electric rates by an average of 
seven per cent, effective April 1, 
Hydro chairman Robert Bonner 
announced Monday. 

Energy Minister Robert 
McClelland said the government’s 
proposed public utilities commis¬ 
sion will review the rate increase, 
along with all other Hydro rates, 
as soon as it is in place. 

The new basic bi-monthly rate, 
affecting ail areas connected with 
Hydro’s integrated transmission 
network, will be $5, up from $4.50.

The charge per kilowatt hour, up 
to 550 kilowatt hours, is un 
changed at 4.5 cents. The charge 
for all additional consumption 
above 550 kilowatt hours will be 
three cents t kilowatt hour, up 
from 2.65 cents. 

Bonner said the new rate should 
encourage conservation because 
the increase affects customers in 


proportion to. how much power 
they consume. 

For nearly 90 per cent of 
Hydro’s residential customers, 
the effect on annual bills will te 
an increase ranging from 1.7 to 9.6 
per cent, depending on the level 
of consumption. 

Hydro said annual increases for 
more than 95 per cent of commer¬ 
cial, instititulional and small in¬ 
dustrial customers will te up to 
eight percent. A small percentage 


of general service customers, 
mostly those with heavy industrial 
use of electricity, will receive an¬ 
nual increases ranging up to 19 
per cent. 

Large industrial customers, 
such as pulp and paper mills, 
mines and large sawmills, will 
receive a rate increase of 22 per 
cent. 

The increases are expected to 
■ add about $70 million a year to the 
crown corporation's gross reve¬ 
nues.

Soviets batter 
Moslem rebels 


U.K. jobless total 
will top 2 million 

LONDON (Reuter) — Britain's jobless total will 
top two million next year ^ith more than eight per 
cent of the workforce unemployed, the govern¬ 
ment's manpower services commission says. 

Last month unemployment was 1.4 million— 
about six per cent of the workforce. 

The new predictions, based on an anticipated 
fall in industrial production, come amid deepening 
gloom over Britain’s economic prospects. 

The annual rate of inflation is running at more 
than 18 per cent and last month there was a big trade 
deficit, with imports hitting a record £4.65 billion 
($12.09 billion). 


Blast rocks 
black offices 

• SALfStilJRY, Rhodesia (UPlf — A bonlB blast shaL 
tcred a building housing five black political parties Mon¬ 
day in the latest incident of election violence, which 
guerrilla leader Robert Mugabe charged was ordered 
by the "topmost echelon” of Rhodesia's military. 

Police officials said a powerful explosion destroyed the 
upper floor of an pffice building in a black township of the 
city of Gwelo, 140 miles southwest of Salisbury. 

No one was injured in the explosion which happened 
just after midnight Monday. They said about 70 pounds of 
dynamite was used. 

The building housed offices of five leading parties, 
including Mugabe’s ZANU-PF, Joshua Nkomo’s Patri¬ 
otic Front and Bisl)op Abel Muzorewa’s UANC. Also 
housed in the building were the Rev. Ndabaningi Sith- 
ole’s Zanu Party and James Chikerema’s ZDP Party. 

Police who searched the bombed building said they 
found Soviet-made ammunition and a beret, which car¬ 
ried the inscription “Zania move on thee,” a reference 
to Mugabe’s guerrilla army. 

Rhodesia has been plagued by a number of explo¬ 
sions during the last two weeks, including two attempts on 
Mugabe’s life, and a series of bombings in the capital with 
churches as their apparent target. Two soldiers in civilian 
clothes were found dead in a car outside one of the 
iburches. 

Mugabe told a news conference in Salisbury on Monday 
that the bomb attacks were being carried out by Rhode¬ 
sian security forces with the aim of discrediting his 
party. He specifically blamed the Selous Scouts, Rhodesia’s 
crack anti-guerrilla unit, of which one of the two dead 
soldiers was reportedly a member. 

He said the two soldiers were “partAif a countrywide 
force of the notorious Selous Scouts, mercenaries and 
auxiliaries fully and actively deployed to carry out actsTif 
intimidation against ZAPU (the former name of Nkomo’s 
party), churches, schools and civilians in our name to 
discredit our party.”

^ Soviet troops backed by 
tanks and helicopter gun- 
ships have launched a 
major offensive against 
Moslem rebels in south¬ 
eastern Afghanistan, 
rebel spokesmen said 
, Monday. 

The spokesmen also said 
rebels captured a strategic 
airfield at Faiozabad in the 
northeastern province of Ba- 
dakhshan, cutting off sup¬ 
plies to beleaguered govern¬ 
ment forces. 

There was no way to con¬ 
firm the Soviet offensive 
against rebel strongholds in 
the southeastern Paktia 
province. But diplomats in 
the Pakistani frontier town 
of Peshawar confirmed the 
capture of the airfield at 
Faizabad. 

The latest accounts of 
fighting appeared to support 
reports, both from intelli¬ 
gence sources in Washington 
..andfrom western dipleinats- 
in. Pakistan, that the Sp.OQO' 
Soviet troops in'Afghanistan 
increasingly are becoming 
involved directly liT the 
fighting against the Mosiem 
rebels. 

A spokesman for the Hizbi 
Islami guerrilla group said 
Soviet troops backed by 
tanks and helicopter gun- 
ships stormed into Paktia 
province in an offensive that 
began Saturday. * 

He said the fighting was 
now concentrated around 
three small towns, Sitakan- 
dav, Tira and Domandi, and 
that the badly outgunned 
rebels were suffering heavy 
losses as they tried to hold 
onto their positions. 

He conceded the rebels 
probably could not hold out 
for long because they had no 
defence against the Russian 
MI-24 helicopter gunships, 
armed with heavy calibre 
machineguns and phos- 
phourous-tipped rockets. 

The Hizbi Islami group, 
one of six major Moslem 
rebel groups in Afghanistan, 
said Afghan army troops de¬ 
fected to the rebel side at 
Ali Shang and Faizabad air¬ 
port. killing their 85 Soviet 
advisers and playing a 
major role in the rebel vic¬ 
tories there. 


Salvador 
ministry 
seized " 


.SAN .SALVADOR. El Sal¬ 
vador (UPl) — Leftist mili¬ 
tants Monday seized the 
labor ministry office in the 
town of Santa Ana and cap¬ 
tured some 20 hostages, 
bringing to 270 the number of 
hostages they were holding 
around the country. 

In another development. 
Archbishop Oscar Romero 
disclosed the contents of a 
letter he wrote to President 
Carter, asking him to reject 
a proposed multi-million- 
dollar U.S. aid package for 
El Salvador, saying it would 
only prolong repression in 
the tense Central American 
nation. 

Some 30 members of the 
leftist Popular Liberation 
Front rushed into the min¬ 
istry office in Santa Ana, 
about 40 miles west of .San 
.Salvador, in a peaceful take¬ 
over, a spokesman for the 
raiders said.

BELGRADE, Yugoslayta 
(CPI) — Authorities said 
Monday that President Josip 
Broz 'Tilo's condition has 
Stabilized but that there 
be no attempt to use 
life support machines or 
prolong the 87-year-old lead¬ 
er's life artificially. 

Monday’s medical bulletin 
said there had been no 
change in Tito’s condition. 

Communist party sources 
said privately that Tito could 
die "at any time” but could 
also hang on for days—or 
even weeks. The only thing 
that seemed certain, they 
said, was that Tito, his heart 
and kidneys failing him. 
would not recover this time. 

"It’s fantastic that he’s 
putting up such a fight," said 
one Western diplomat. “He 
is such a .strong man.” 

But Yugoslavs seemed re¬ 
signed to Tito’s death and the 
end of an era.

NDP’s gain is Tories’ loss

' British/Columbia voters bucked the Lib¬ 
eral tide Monday and wiped out the last 
chance for'federal government represen¬ 
tation west of Winnipeg. 

Last May, provincial voters eliminated 
entirely the provincial Liberal party. 

When the polls closed at 8 p.m. Monday, 
the Liberals were hoping that not only 
would Art Phillips hoid his seat in Vancou¬ 
ver Centre, but that he would be Joined 
by Gordon Gibson from North Vancouver- 
Bumaby and Art Lee from Vancouver 
East. 

But the polarized voters in B.C. decided 
otherwise. 

When it was all over, the province had 
split its vote two ways, trimmed the 


18 seats held by the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives to 16 and boosted the eight seats held 
by theNDPtoiZ. 

While the final results marked a disaster 
for the Liberals and a rebuke for the 
Tories, they set a new high for the NDP in 
British Columbia, better even than the 
federal election of 1972, when they picked 
up 11 seats. 

The big upsets came in four ridings 
where NDP challengers defeated strong 
Tory incumbents. 

In Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands, Jim 
Manly upset incumbent Don Taylor; in 
Kamloops-Shuswap, political newcomer 
Nelson Riis carried the day for the NDP 
over Don Cameron of the Conservatives; in 
Kootenay East, it was the NDP's Sid 
Parker over incumbent Tory Stan Gra¬ 


ham, and in Kootenay West at press time, 
Lyle Kristiansen was holding a steady lead 
over Bob Brisco, the Conservative incum¬ 
bent. As was expected, the closest and 
toughest fight between the Tories and the 
Liberals took place in Vancouver Centre, 
where Art Phillips defeated Conservative 
Pat Carney by a slim 95 votes last May. 
Monday, Carney took a slim 100-vote lead 
early and hung on for victory. 

Party leader Pierre Trudeau accepted 
his defeat in the west philosophically, say¬ 
ing that it meant his party had nowehere to 
go but up and that he intended to work 
to heal the obvious breach between east 
and west. 

Trudeau admitted that the distrust of 
the west was a problem he had to overcome 
if Canada was to be a united country. 


During the election campaign, Trudeau 
had made his first moves to healing that 
breach with a juromise that all Liberals 
elected lit B.C. would find cabinet posts. 
That is one problem the voters have 
solved for him. 

For tbef^ories, the only saving grace in 
the -B;C. election result was that their 
ranks remained firm in the the Okanagan, 
the Cariboo, the Peace River and the 
tradkionai strongholds of the Lower Main¬ 
land. 

Even in Okanagan North, where the 
Tories ran newcomer Vince Danzer, the 
right-wing vote stayed true to form with 
Danzer the new MP. 


PRAIRIES 


Liberal crop poor 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
sui^ng Liberal tide broke on 
solid Conservative and New 
Democrat shoals as voting 
results swept westward 
Mbnday night. 

’TJioPrftiriek'rerfflalhed t«- 
solutely alienated from 
Eastern Canada, electing 
only two Liberals out of 49 
constituencies. Conserva¬ 
tives took 33 and Nedr Demo¬ 
crats 14. 

Although the Liberal total 
was unchanged from the 
May, 1979. results. Conser¬ 
vative strength suffered sig¬ 
nificant erosion when New 
Democrats captured four 


previously Conservative 
.seats, two in Manitoba and 
two in Saskatchewan. ' 

Unblinkingly-Conserva-,, 
tive A^rta and its 21 rft ‘ 
ing^stS^ tbaiwayH-wItUe - 
pVovincial premier Peter 
Lougheed and his govern- 
-ment maintained a tight- 
lipped silence. 

But other Alberta political 
figures had no hesitation in 
forecasting bitter federal- 
provincial conflict over how 
to divide oil revenue. 

Alberta Liberal leader 
Nick Taylor predicted that 
Lougheed would jettison his 
retirement plans and re¬ 


sume “throwing bombs at 
Ottawa,” while Alberta NDP 
Leader Grant Notley be-_ 
ntoaned therelum of “thS* 
arbitrary and ipsansitive - 
jfbveriimen't’’ of Pierre Tru¬ 
deau. 

Saskatchewan Premier 
Allan Blakeney was mure 
conciliatory, even while 
agreeing that his oil-produc¬ 
ing province would probably 
get less under a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment than under the Con¬ 
servatives. 

“We can live with a lower 
price increase,” the NDP 
premier said. 

The New Democrat Prai¬ 


rie showing, a sharp contrast 
to its crushed Ontario hopes, 
was the best sinpe the party 
fought Its firsL efketion in 
1962. Its predecessor, the Co¬ 
operative Commonwealth 
Federation, won 15 Prairie 
seats in 1957. 

Manitoba voters re-elect¬ 
ed lonely Liberals Lloyd Ax- 
worthy in Winnipeg-Forl 
Garry and Robert Bockstael 
in St. Boniface, plus five 
Conservatives and seven 
New Democrats. 

Conservatives in Dauphin 
paid the price fur denying 
renomination to veteran MP 


Gordon Ritchie. Their re¬ 
placement standard-bearer, 
dentist Orville Itett^uk, was 
defeated by New Democrat 
Laveme liwycky, 33-year- 
uld former aide to provincial 
NDP leader Howard Paw¬ 
ley. 

City Councillor Cyril 
Keeper provided the other 
NDP gain in Manitoba as he 
overturned Conservative 
MP Bub Lane. 

Fast and fluid Saskatche¬ 
wan contests saw many lead 
changes before the prov¬ 
ince's 14 seats were split 


evenly between Nfw Demo- 
crals^nd (^nservatives. 

C:p|)serva(Jve.MPi Cahrgo 
Richardson and Terry Ny- 
lander fell to Vic Althouse in 
Humboldt-Lake" Centre and 
Doug Anguish in The Battle- 
fords-Meadow Lake. 

In Western Arctic, a free¬ 
wheeling struggle that saw 
each major party in the lead 
at least once, Conservative 
Dave Nickerson appeared to 
beat back Liberal Gary Boyd 
and former New Democrat 
MP Wally Firth, but Nicker¬ 
son's margin in the election- 
night count was only 31 
votes.

PIERRE’S PIVOT POINT 


TORONTO (CP) — Ontario turned its back on the 
Conservatives Monday, crushing Tory hopes for a mandate 
that would have shown support for them and their hard-times 
budget. 

Just as Ontario brought the Tories their victory last 
May 22, it pointed the way to a return to power for Pierre 
Trudeau and his Liberals. 

At least 19 seats changed hands from Tories to Liber¬ 
als In the province—considered a pivotal point for any 
federal election. The Liberals also took at least three seats 
from the New Democrats. 

A major Tory blow came in Toronto's St. Paul's, bell- 
weather riding for this election, where Conservative immi¬ 
gration minister Run Atkey lost his seat for the second time 
to former Liberal MP John Roberts. 

Atkey—who easily defeated Roberts in .May—said he 
was a victim of a trend that swept the country, attributing the 
Conservative defeat to policies “too tough for Canadians to 
accept." 

He defeated Huberts easily in May by 1,212 votes 
and also won against him in the 1972 election. Roberts

beat Atkey in 1974 by 1,252 votes, a margin that Atkey 
was predicting for his own party this time. 

Tory Health Minister David Crumble managed to 
hang on to his Toronto Rosedale seat after early returns 
placed him behind Liberal Ann Cools. External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald found herself fighting until 
the end to maintain her place in Kingston and The Islands. 

Bud Cullen, former Liberal Immigration minister from 
the Sarnia riding, is among those who head back to Ottawa 
after regaining seats from Progressivo Conservatives. 

“Tonight 1 don't feel like being modest,” Cullen told 
supporters after chalking up part of his winning vote to a 
protest against the Conservatives' budget. “I won and 1 
lost and 1 prefer winning.” 

The Liberal sweep of the province included three 
seats previously held by the NDP—Timiskaming, Nick¬ 
el Belt and Sault Ste. Marie. 

The NDP's defeat in Timiskaming ended the 23- 
year hold on the riding by Arnold Peters, a veteran of 
nine federal elections. _ 


But the New Democrats managed to score two vic¬ 
tories from the Conservatives as Ian Deans, a formhr 
member of the Ontario legislature, took Hamilton Moun¬ 
tain from PC Duncan Beattie and Neil Young won Toronto's 
Beaches riding from Robin Richardson. 

Late Monday night. 51 Liberals had been declared win¬ 
ners, compared with 32 Tories and five New Demo¬ 
crats. 

Leaders of,^ll three parties campaigned hard in the 
prized Golden-Horseshoe—the 41 key ridings stretching 
from Oshawa through Metropolitan Toronto, Hamilton and 
the Niagara Peninsula. 

Both Prime Minister Joe Clark and Trudeau made 
swings through Toronto on election eve hoping to cap¬ 
ture as many of the city's 23 key ridings as possible. 

The Conservatives picked up 57 of the province's 95 
federal seats last May, fanning broadly when the Liber¬ 
als lust eight of their cabinet ministers and captured only 
32 seats. 'The NDP elected six, two fewer than they pre- 
_viously held in Ontario. _ 


LaSalle all alone 


MONTREAL (CP) — LiberaLs won 
every (Juebec seat except one Monday on 
their way to a national majority, eliminat¬ 
ing Social Credit as a federal force. 

With most returns in. Liberals were 
elected in 73 of 74 ridings, while Conserva¬ 
tive Supply Minister Roch LaSalle won 
narrowly in Joliette riding after a seesaw 
battle. LaSalle will be Quebec’s only oppo¬ 
sition member in the Commons. 

■Science Minister Heward Grafftey lost 
to his Liberal opponent in Missisquoi, and 
Industry Minister Robert de Cotret was 
beaten in Berthier-Maskinunge, where he 
had promised $I million in public works 
during the campaign. 

One of the saddest stories in Monday's 
election was the disappearance Of the So¬ 
cial Credit party, which had elected mem¬ 
bers to the Commons in almost every elec¬ 
tion since 1935. They failed to take a .single 
seat this time in rural Quebec, their last re¬ 
maining stronghold. 

“It's not a red wave, it's the Red Sea.” 


Social Credit Leader Fabien Roy said as 
he watched the results nervously on televi¬ 
sion in his home riding of Beauce, where he 
was beaten by Liberal Normand La¬ 
pointe. 

The Liberals, with 68 per cent of the 
Quebec popular vote„.based on early re¬ 
turns, racked up huge margins in almost 
every riding in the province. The Conser¬ 
vatives trailed badly with 12 per cent 
of the vote, the NDP with 10 per cent. 
Social Credit with six per cent and others 
with four per cent. 

“I never beiieved the Conservatives 
wouid make gains in Quebec,” a beaming 
Marc Lalunde, chief Liberal organizer in 
the province, toid reporters. 

“Pierre Trudeau is more (Mpular in 
Quebec than ever before in his life.” 

Voter turnout was moderate to heavy. 
Trudeau cast his ballot shortly before noon 
in his home riding of Mount Royal and then 
took a flying tour of other polls before 


returning to Ottawa to await the results in 
the evening. 

Roy voted in a church hall in St. 
Georges, arriving on the heels of Liberal 
opponent Normand Lapointe, who was still 
shaking the hands of pull clerks when Roy 
burst through the door. 

In last year's election, the Liberals won 
67 of Quebec's 75 federal seats. Social 
Credit won six and the Conservatives two. 
Later, Social Credit MP Richard Janelle 
quit his party to join the Conservatives. 

Oniy 74 seats were contested Monday 
because in Frontenac riding in southeast¬ 
ern Quebec. Social Credit candidate Nel¬ 
son Lessard died of a heart attack last 
week, forcing postponement of the election 
in that riding until March 24. 

The Liberals and Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives all ran full slates, while the NDP 
was missing candidates in'two Quebec 
ridings. 

The fun-poking Rhinoceros party had $7 


Quebec candidates, the more solemn 
Marxist-Leninists 60, Social Credit 54 and 
the Union Populalre, which hoped to fight 
for Quebec independence from inside the 
Commons, also had 54 candidates. 

Opinion polls before the election showed 
the Liberals with as much as three-quar¬ 
ters of the Quebec vote, while the NDP, 
which has never elected a Quebec mem¬ 
ber, was a very distant second, slightly 
ahead of the Conservatives and weli ahead 
. of Sociai Credit. 

Premier Rene Levesque described the 
election Monday as a mere “distraction” 
from the coming referendum campaign 
and said government business in Quebec 
City would prevent him from voting in his 
Montreai home riding. 

His attitude was typicai of the Parti 
Quebecois government's guarded neutral¬ 
ity in the campaign. Levesque burned his 
fingers in last May's vote by supporting 
Roy’s flagging Socreds.

Grit tide rolled in 


HALIFAX (CP) — Liber¬ 
als picked up half a dozen 
seats in Atlantic Canada on 
Monday, knocking off a Pro¬ 
gressive Con^rvative cabi¬ 
net minister and wiping out 
the region’s tiny New Demo¬ 
cratic Party representation. 

The seventh riding to 
switch to the Liberals was 
Saint John, where h mid¬ 
night recount -wiped out a 
Conservative majority. 

The Liberal tide rolled up 
19 of the 32, seats in the 
four provinces, with 13 for 
the (ilonservatives. There 
were 12 Liberals, 18 Conser¬ 
vatives and two NDP mem¬ 
bers in the last House. 

One of the more promi¬ 
nent Liberal victors attribut¬ 
ed the result to Finance Min- 
Ister John Crosbie’s 
stubborn individualism. 


Gerald Regan, Nova Sco¬ 
tia Liberal premier from 
1970 to 1978 and later opposi¬ 
tion leader, said after win¬ 
ning Halifax riding that a 
bitter, election-night attack 
on the Liberals by Crosbie 
was “unfortunate for a 
loser.” 

Regan said Crosbie had 
forc^ his budget on a reluc¬ 
tant Joe Clark, who “didn’t 
have the stamina to stand up 
to this dominating man.” 

Regan said Crosbie would 
likely regret his comments 
that the Liberals were un¬ 
principled opportunists. He 
said Crosbie had imposed on 
the Clark government 
“ideas bred from wealth” 
and had proved again he was 
a “terrible team man.” 

Crosbie had been a mem¬ 


ber of Joey Smallwood’s 
Newfoundland Liberal gov¬ 
ernment in the 1961^, then 
joined the PC administration 
of Frank Moores. In both 
those cases, Regan said, 
Crosbie proved he was un¬ 
able to be a team player. 

The Liberals captured the 
New Demoratic Party’s only 
Newfoundland seat and de¬ 
feated David MacDonald, 
Progressive Conservative 
secretary of state, in Prince 
Edward Island’s Egmont 
riding. 

Brian Tobin, 25-year-old 
journalist who defeated 
Ponse Faour of the NDP In

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A $20,000 papier-mache dino¬ 
saur from a Carnival parade was set on fire and destroyed 
Monday-^e latest rowdy incident of the pre-Mardi Gras 
uproar. ‘ • 

"I'm just heartbroken,” said Blaine Kern, whose com¬ 
pany designs and manufactures great and gaudy N^fs for 
Carnival and Mardi Gras.- 

"He and King Kong were my two personal favorites 
and this screwball gets up in him and lights him up.” 

Carnival is the festive season preceding Mardi Gras, 
the traditional hard-drinking celebration which puts up to 
a millijn people on the parade routes and into the French 
Quarter. 

Fat Tuesday, the climax of it all, was only hours away. 
With warm and agreeable weather forecast, the city 
braced for a memorable bash. 

"Bacchusaurus,” a tS-metre float built to pack a dozen 
members of the Bacchus “krewe” on its back, had stopped 
near an approach to the Mississippi Bridge waiting for 
clearance when fire erupted in its innards. 

The drunken dinosaur, jaw flapping and eyes goggling, 
had rolled past 500,000 p^ple Sunday night in the Bac¬ 
chus parade. A tractor was hauling it back to a ware¬ 
house when it was set afire. 

Sundayls parades were marred by a more serious 
incident. Police said a man driving a car found his way 
blocked by crowds and simply plowed on through, scat¬ 
tering people like tenpins. 

Though an estimated 200 people were in the path of the 
car and had to scramble for safety as it rammed across 
downtown Canal Street, only nine were hurt—none se¬ 
verely. 

Police said Anthony Moore. 22, was caught a few 
blocks away and booked with four counts of attempted 
murder, two of attempted hit-and-run, resisting arrest 
and po.ssession of marijuana.

300 miles north of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The riding was a new one 
in last Ma.v's election and 
organizers relied on com¬ 
puter facsimiles to plot the 
projected vote. 

In spite of the fact that the 
two ridings which had gone 
into making up the new en¬ 
tity had been represented b.\ 
the Liberals prior to last 
May’s election, it was ex¬ 
pected the new riding would 
be a battleground for the 
NDP and Conservatives. 

That estimation proved 
correct-, but Skelly was un 
expectedly strong. 

In May. he received 22,07.'> 
votes, Lazerte got I7,5.')« 
while in a real shocker. 
Pearsall of Powell River, the 
incumbent MP. got only 9,- 
910 for the Liberals. 

In Monday’s election, the 
NDP organizers felt confi¬ 
dent that their opponents 
had neither the issues nor the 
candidates to make serious 
inroads in Skelly’s May lead. 

Biggest local issue in the 
race was search and rescue. 

All parties were in favor of 
improving on it and just be 
(ore the election, upgrading 
of CFB Coifiox helicopters 
was announced. 

Skelly, 37, a Courtenay 
teacher, is also a pilot anil 
during the last nine months 
served on the caucus com 
mittee on air-sea .search and 
rescue. 

He also emphasized local 
issues such as the cutback in 
small craft harbors manage¬ 
ment and salmonid enhance¬ 
ment program funding. 

Lazerte, a Campbell River 
lawyer, has a long history of 
involvement with the Con¬ 
servative party, and is a per 
sonal friend of Joe Clark’s 
since the days in 1958 when 
Lazerte ran for the Progre.s- 
sivc Conservative leader¬ 
ship in Alberta. 


NANAIMO — Ted Miller 
has done it again. 

The likeable New Demo¬ 
crat from Nanaimo easily 
retained-the Nanaimo-AI- 
berni seat for the NDP in the 
federal election Monday 
night. 

Miller’s victory came de¬ 
spite what many political ob¬ 
servers felt was a strong 
campaign by Tory Scott Van 
Alstine, also of Nanaimo. 
Liberal Cecile McKinnon 
finished a distant third. 

After Miller’s victory be¬ 
came apparent early Mon¬ 
day night, his campaign 
manager Bill Duncan of 
Nanaimo admitted there 
were points during the cam¬ 
paign when he was “wonder¬ 
ing about the outcome." 

“The Conservatives were 
coming on strong but I 
thought the turning point 
came late in the campaign.” 

Duncan explained that he 
felt some apathy in the NDP 
ranks early in the campaign 
because most people be¬ 
lieved that Miller was a 
shoo-in. 

After a radio station poll 
showed the Conservatives 
were leading in the riding, 
the NDP were deluged with 
calls offering to help Miller, 
Duncan said. 

Miller easily could have 
been called the quiet man of 
the NDP Ottawa contingent. 

But he was also effective, 
as was shown in the final 
analysis of the Nanaimo-AI- 
bemi riding vote. 

Miller had a 4,800-vote 
margin in last May’s federal 
election over the same oppo¬ 
nent, Tory Van Alstine. 

As expected. Liberal Ce¬ 
cile McKinnon—the other 
two are from Nanaimo- 
placed a distant third. 

The riding this time had 
67,000 eligible voters, a jump 
of 4,000 from the 1979 voter 
list totals. 

Political observers felt 
that although Van Alstine 
was making a .strong chal¬ 
lenge. it would have taken a 
major twitch of voters from 
the NDP to Conservatives, 
or a large block moving from 
the Liberals to Torie, for Van 
Alstine to win. 

That switch did not ma¬ 
terialize to carry the day for 
the Tory, who was making 
his second bid (or the Nanai¬ 
mo-Alberni seat. 

The NDP waged its usual 
well-organized campaign in 
the riding, depending heavi¬ 
ly on canvassing and front- 
yard signs to bring out the 
votes. 

A visit from national NDP 
leader Ed Broadbent in the 
middle of the campaign and 
a boost for Miller from pro- 


Manly turns tables on Taylor 


Malahat battle showed 
in southern end of riding 


He eventually won by 19,025 votes to 17,471 for 
Manly. 

Taylor, a Duncan teacher, actually lost against old 
NDP warhorse Tommy Douglas in the uid riding of 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-The Islands in 1974, but made a 
creditable showing. 

Douglas amassed 20,444 votes but Taylor was only 
2,200 behind him, solidly in second place. 

Then came redistribution and the riding was re¬ 
vamped and named Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands, 
cutting off everyting north of Ladysmith and adding 
Colwotxl, Langford, Metchosin and small pieces of 
Esquimau and the Highlands at the southern end. 

Actually, there were some who felt Taylor Would 
have even teaten Douglas in 1974 if the riding had been 
in its present shape. 

It was indded in the new growing urban area to the 
south that the Tories made their biggest impact last 
May. 

About 40 per cent of the riding’s more than 57.000 
voters live south of the Malahat and it was here that 
Taylor won all but 17 of 92 polls last May, picking up 47 
per cent of the vote to the 3S.5 per cent garnered by 
Manly. 

At the same time Taylor, who took 43.5 per cent of 
the total vote to 39.9 per cent for Manly, was also strong 
in a number of other areas. 

However, the 42.4 per cent he commanded in his 
home area of Duncan was only three-fifths of a per cent 
better than the Manly tally. 


It is interesting that shortly before Monday’s elec¬ 
tion, an informal Duncan restaurant poll showed Manly 
leading Taylor 48-41 in percentage points. 

And so just before Monday’s vote, it was also inter¬ 
esting to compare comments from the two adversaries, 
who ^viously have great respeqt (or each other. 

"We’re running a little bit higher than last time,” a 
Manly aide said, agreeing with a reporter’s suggestion 
that she was really talking about a “neck-and-neck” 
race. 

And Taylor said that “the NDP, from the informa¬ 
tion we have, say this is one of three ridings they can 
win in the province that they didn’t take last time. And 
there is every evidence that they are giving it an all-out 
effort.” 

Another interesting point was that Taylor defended 
the budget which spelled doom for the Prime Minister 
Clark administration. 

Taylor called It a good and sensible budget while 
telling those he encountered on his rounds that the 
opposition had forced a needless election. 

Manly, on the other hand, hammered on bread-and- 
butter issues, which he said were more important than 
anything else to those he was meeting along the way. 

And (iiA)ly, Manly has been a member of the 
International Woodworkers of America and the Pulp 
Sulphite Union. 

He and his wife Eva have four children: Doug, Paul, 
Heather and Mark. 

Plus Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands to boot. 


vincial leader Dave Barrett 
and former national leader 
Tommy Douglas last week, 
emphasized Miller’s re-elec¬ 
tion drive. 

Miller’s family, including 
his wife Patti and two young 
children, had moved into an 
apartment above the Nanai¬ 
mo NDP headquarters (or 
the duration of the cam¬ 
paign, always with the plan 
to return soon to the family’s 
leased house in Ottawa. 

Miller, 38, who was a Nan¬ 
aimo District senior high 
school teacher and counsel¬ 
lor before entering the politi¬ 
cal arena, served as the 
NDP’s fisheries critic during 
the past nine months. 

He also served on the par¬ 
liamentary fisheries and for¬ 
estry committee. 

Miller took over last 
spring in the Nanaimo-AI- 
bemi riding from veteran 
politician Douglas, w|w held 
the Nanaimo-Cowichan-The 
Islands seat before bound¬ 
ary adjustments moved the 


city into the Nanaimo-Alber¬ 
ni riding. 

Miller’s victory last May 
by more than 4,800 votes was 
an unexpectedly-strong 
showing for a newcomer.

But Manly, who ran a strong campaign from the 
outset, watched his lead grow from an eariy few hun¬ 
dred to more than 3,000 with fewer than 20 per cent of 
the polls to come. 

Long before Monday’s election, the Taylor-Manly 
showdown was touted to be by far the most interesting 
on Vancouver Island. 

In last May’s election Manly, a United Church 
minister, did very well in the upper part of the riding 
but Taylor more than recouped his losses in its southern 
part.

McLoughlin said their sec¬ 
ond poor showing in a year 
for B.C. Liberals has drawn 
some inactive party mem¬ 
bers into action, and she pro¬ 
mised the party, shut out in 
B.C. and in most of the west.

COURTENAY — A com¬ 
munity outreach program 
designed to provide unusuai- 
ly intensive pre-natai care to 
selected pregnant women 
with special problems has 
begun In the Comox Valley 
and Campbell River areas 


by the Upper Island Health 
Unit. 

The program is focusing 
on those of low income, on 
teenagers, on those belong¬ 
ing to certain ethnic and 
counter culture groups, 
“many of whom fail to take 
advantage of the present re¬ 
sources available in their 
community,” acebrding to 


health unit director Dr. Ken 
Benson. 

He said statistically these 
groups have been found to 
have a higher incidence of 
complications in pregnancy, 
also giving birth to infants 
who are smaller and who 
lend to experience an un¬ 
usual number of medical 
probleibs. ' 


Emphasis is placed upon a 
healthy lifestyle during 
pregnancy. 

It is an “outreach” type of 
program and Benson said 
most women will be reached 
in their homes where they 
will be warned about the ad¬ 
verse effects of non-pre- 
sertbed drugs, alcohol and 
smoking, especially during 


pregnancy. 

They will be given advice 
on what to eat and sugges¬ 
tions on how to improve their 
food-purchasing practices. 

He said they will be en¬ 
couraged to ask questions 
about labor and delivery and 
to utilize the many support 
services available in the 
community, such as pre-na¬ 


tal classes, social services 
and LaLcche League. 

The program will make 
every attempt to provide ac¬ 
curate information to the 
mother-to-be so that she 
may, in due course, look 
back on her pregnancy as a 
rewarding period, during 
which she learned a great 
deal about herself. 


Benson noted that family 
physicians will be contacted 
in all instances and in addi¬ 
tion to their support, certain 
agencies have been in¬ 
formed of the program and 
encouraged to refer appro¬ 
priate women. 

Ip addition to a nutritionist 
and the public health nursing 
staff, selected volunteers 


may be involved. 

Financing for the program 
has been made available 
through the health mlnistr> 
in association with B.C.’s 
Year of the Child and Fam¬ 
ily. The program is adminis¬ 
tered by the Upper Island 
Union Board of Health.

OTTAWA — Pierre Trudeau punched out Joe Clark’s nine- 
month-old Conservative government Monday in a general 
election that gave his Liberals a commanding majority, yet left 
him on the mat in the west. 

“Victory often follows defeat.” the 60-year-old Liberal leader told 
cheering supporters as he returned to power, after a 272-day interruption, for 
the fourth time in 12 years. 

“I naturally regret the result,” said oul-going prime miiti.sler Clark 
from his campaign headquarters in his native Alberta as his minority 
government collap.sed around him. 

“But that is what democracy is all about.” 

NDP’s historic high 


The election gave Trudeau 148 of 
281 Commons seats, reduced Clark's 
ranks to 103 and knocked the Quebec 
based Social Credit party out of the 
political ring. 

Of the opposition parties, only Ed 
Broadbent's New Democrats made 
gains. But while he captured, as he 
predicted, the greatest number of 
seats in the party’s history — 32, 
compared with 31 in 1972 — he came 
away without the power-broker ad¬ 
vantages he held in the la.st minority 
Parliament. 

Clark, 40, ousted after the shortest 


term in Canadian history, conceded 
defeat with dignity, wishing Trudeau 
well and prumi.sing to help make the 
.32nd Parliament work. 

Broadbent, 43, pronounced himself 
“immensely proud” of his party’s 
wins, praised his opponents and 
pledged to work for a “positive energy 
policy” and greater Canadian control 
of the economy. 

“They had a look at the alternative 
and they didn’t like it,” said Senator 
A1 Graham, Liberal party president, 
as Liberals recaptured the majority 
they lost to Clark 272 days ago.

Liberal victory sweep more 
than an hour before the B.C. 
polls closed. When contacted 
by the Colonist, cablevision 
employees suggested we 
contact CBS, NBC ”or the 
station manager in the 
morning.” 

The Elections Act and Ca¬ 
nadian Radio and Televi¬ 
sion regulations forbid the 
broadcast or publication of 
election results prior to the 
closing of polls in the various 
time zones across the coun¬ 
try. 


Trudeau’s majority 
came from eastern Can¬ 
ada. He picked up four 
seats in the Altantie re¬ 
gion, swept all but one of 
the 74 Quebec ridings up 
for election and stormed 
through Ontario where he 
gained 20 seats and ce¬ 
mented his win. 

But he was rejected once 
again in the west. Of the 77 
seats in the four western 
provinces, he won only two, 
both in Manitoba where in¬ 
cumbents Lloyd Axworthy 
and Bab Buckstael held on. 

Trudeau, in a speech 
where he paid tribute to 
Clark and Broadbent as men 
worthy of a place in history, 
pledged to “seek the advice” 
of his opponents on matters 
affecting that region. 

He made no mention of 
Fabicn Roy, the Social Cred¬ 
it leader who, along with his 
four fellow Socreds and two 
of Clark’s thrge Quebec 
MPs, were routed by Liber¬ 
als in Quebec.

The results jibed with the 
forecast in the Colonist's 
final pre-election story Sun¬ 
day. 

A jubilant Manly, who had 
served as United Church 
minister in Ladysmith, 
noted that he had gained con¬ 
siderable support in the 
Western Community, the 
section of the riding that 
gave the Conservatives 


breathing room last time. 

•’The south is rising 
again.” said Manly as re¬ 
sults showed.him taking, 
polls In Langford and Met- 
chosin that went to school 
teacher Taylor before. 

His margin of defeat in 
May was less than 1,600 
votes. 

Supporters of NDP candi¬ 
date Robert Cameron in Es- 
quimalt-Saanich were mild¬ 
ly elated at the fact Cameron 
appeared to have cut 
Munro's plurality by 10,000 
voles in the rematch.

Hydro rates rise 7% April 1 


B.C. Hydro will increase ils 
electric rates by an average of 
seven per cent, effective April 1. 
Hydro chairman Robert Bonner 
announced Monday. 

Energy Minister Robert 
McClelland said the government’s 
proposed public utilities commis¬ 
sion will review the rate increase, 
along with all other Hydro rates, 
as soon as it is in place. 

The new basic bi-monthly rate, 
affecting all areas connected with 
Hydro’s integrated transmission 
network, will be $5, up from ,$4.50.

The charge per kilowatt hour, up 
to 550 kilowatt hours, is un 
changed at 4.5 cents. The charge 
for all additional consumption 
above 550 kilowatt hours will be 
three cents a kilowatt hour, up 
from 2.65 cents. 

Bonner said the new rate should 
encourage conservation because 
the increase affects customers in 


proportion to how much power 
they consume. 

For nearly 90 per cent of 
Hydro’s residential customers, 
the effect on annual bills will be 
an increase ranging f ram 1.7 to 9.6 
per cent, depending on the level 
of consumption. ' 

Hydro said annual increases for 
more than 95 per cent of commer¬ 
cial, instititutional and small in¬ 
dustrial customers will be up to 
eight per cent. A small percentage 


of general service customers, 
mostly those with heavy industrial 
use of electricity, will receive an¬ 
nual increases ranging up to 19 
per cent. 

Large industrial customers, 
such as pulp and paper mills, 
mines and large sawmills, will 
receive a rale increase of 22 per 
cent. 

T-hc increases are expecte I to 
add about $70 million a year to the 
crown corporation’s gross reve¬ 
nues. 
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
